Resumes on War 



It is clear that Mr. Churchill's 
recent remarks to the Commons 
have been designed to buck up a 
British public which is gravely 
disturbed by Germany's astound- 
ing and almost uninterrupted 
series of military successes, 
furthermore, agressive opposi- 
tion to the Churchill leadership 
has appeared within the Com- 
mons. It is led by Hore-Belisha, 
who was dismissed as War Min- 
ister more than a year ago for 
alleged inefficiency. And while 
the opposition is small to num- 
bers, it has some strong talgtag 
points, and if allowed to go un- 
answered nBght create a serious 
internal problem at a time when 
the highest attainable degree of 
British unity is vital. 

Prime argument used against 
the Churchill policy is that he 
takes too many chances— or, to 
use a racing term, that he bets 
on too many long shots. The 
disastrous Crete affair is the la- 
test example of this. In reply 
Mr. Churchill said that he cannot 
and will not fight a cautious, de- 
fensive war. He said that Hie 
enemy must be harried at all 
times, even though the cost to 
Britain is heavy. And finally, 
he said that the Crete advent- 
ure had justified Itself by dis- 



trading German attention and 
German military emergies from 
other areas. 

This is a good time to sum up 
Britain's position after a year and 
a half of war, inasmuch as our 
government obviously considers 
the survival of England neces- 
sary to the safety and defense of 
this hemisphere. , To begin with, 
it is clear that the Germans have 
been Immensely superior on land 
— England Is nowhere near the 
Nazis' equal to equipment, and it 
looks as If the British High Com- 
mand lacks those qualities of 
thoroughness, imagination and 
cold daring which characterise 
Hitler's general staff. Every bat- 
tle fought on land has ended to 
victory for Germany and rout for 
the British. Even the British 
successes against Mussoll ni's 
spiritless troops in Africa were 
afterwards completely offset 
when the German legions moved 
to. 

On the other hand, British sea 
control, despite heavy losses, re- 
mains unquestioned. The Itali- 
an navy, with many of its prin- 
cipal vessels sunk, IS largely bot- 
tled up in port, and tt seems to 
have little taste for battle. The 
German navy has often shown

One hundred and sixty five years ago 
tomorrow a group of colonists affixed 
their signatures to a declaration known as 
the Declaration of Independence. At that 
time the significance of this parchment was- 
unknown. It has hsd a great bearing on the 
Affairs of the world. It was signed unani- 
mously by representatives of thirteen col- 
onies and set forth thirty-one grievances 
against the mother country then being rul- 
ed under the tyranny of King'George III. 

This declaration was the birth of the 
greatest nation of the world and was the 
forerunneu and the foundation of democracy 
as known today. As a coincidence this day 
represents more than the independence of 
the United States of America. It represents 
the anniversary of the death of Presidents 
John Adams and Thomas Jefferson, both 
signers of the Declaration of Independence 
and the second and third presidents of the 
United States as well as a being advocates 
of democracy. 

On this hundred and sixty fifth annivers- 
ary, this day is of far greater significance 
than hereto-fore. America stands in a po- 
sition to protect and preserve that indepen- 
dence and freedom of the world as declared 
in the document which was the beginning of 
this great Nation. The conditions of the 
world are in the greatest turmoil known in 
history. Democracies have, been and are 
being trampled under the feet of fanatical, 
tyrannical leaders. England is making a 
desperate effort to protect her Empire as 
well as democracy. Without the aid of this 
Country, her defeat seems inevitable, leav- 
ing this Country as the only power stand- 
ing for democratic form of government

memoration of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence should have particular significance and 
given serfdus thought by every true Ameri- 
can citizen to the perpetuation of freedom 
and less to .the frivolities of the holiday which 
it has stood for in the past.

ALUMINUM 



In these times of stress and the rush de- 
fense program every individual should lend 
their best efforts towards cooperating with 
the administration in hastening the defense 
preparedness. It appears that there has 
been a shortage of aluminum which is so 
essential to the construction of the airplane, 
which instrument seems to be playing a 
most important role in the production of the 
.present war. 

■* With this in view Richmond, Virginia 
and Madison, Wisconsin have conducted 
campaigns for the collection of damaged and 
unused aluminum ware. The result of this 
campaign to date which has been conducted 
only for a short period has netted some 
hundred thousand pounds of aluminum 
■which will be sufficient when revamped to 
supply the construction of some three to 
four large bombers. 

If this policy was adopted by every city, 
town and village throughout the country 
an untold amount of aluminum articles 
which are either worn out or unused could 
be collected. This would speed up produc- 
tion and at the same time save the govern- 
ment large sums which ultimately the tax- 
j»yers will be the benefactors. 

It is suggested that some organization ex- 
isting at Virginia Beach should put on a 
campaign for the collection of .damaged or 
un u s ed aluminum puis and pans to be turned 
over to the defense program. Undoubtedly, 
aome thousands of pounds could shortly be 
accumulated.

MEN AND POLITICS by Louis

Still again, we see the flow of 
history through direct reference 
to the actual events. The au 
thor lived in Italy, Germany, 
France, England, Spain, and — 
most of all— Russia. He covered 
war fronts, saw Fascism born in 
two countries, shuddered at the 
sight of Europe's universal pov 
erty and distress. 

He knows Russia thoroughly. 
He lived there for years; attend- 
ed the Moscow Trials; knows the 
dread OOPU (Secret Police) on 
intimate terms; made hundreds 
of friends among Russian leaders 
and workers; and lost many of 
them in the periodic purges 
through which Stalin maintains 
power. Sorrowfully, he admits 
that the Russian Dream has van- 
ished. Cruelty and mass murder 
and the destruction of the individ- 
ual have replaced it. 

The touchstone of the excel- 
lence of MEN AND POLITICS is 
the author's relentless search for 
social betterment. This quality 
has defined his loyalties. It is as 
well the source of his vigorous, 
simple and very expressive prose 
style. It leads him to open criti- 



Fischer is one of the finest books 
of the year. It is the autobio 
graphy of a Journalist who lived 
in Europe from 1922 almost to 
the present. But more than 
that, it is the biography of Eur- 
opedtself for those eighteen years: 
a Europe of civilized men and 
uncivilized politics. That is what 
makes this a significant work 
instead of just another journalist's 
helter-skelter collection of remin 
iscences. 

The author was identified, 
somehow, with most of the great 
upheavals and conflicts of Eur- 
ope during those years. His uni- 
versal quality of mind enabled 
him to see them, and himself, in 
true perspective. ^During all that 
time, Fischer was absorbed in the 
search for ways to improve the 
lot of humanity. He is a reform- 
er. That is where his personal 
story fits legitimately into the 
chronicle of European events. 
That is why he has the right to 
examine mercilessly the men and 
politics of Europe. 

Fischer has always been a 
sympathizer with the Soviet re 
gime. Once he was ready to ac 
cept their promise to humanity, 
to embrace their cause, and to 
work for it. But now, his disil- 
lusionment with Stalin's Russia 
is complete. The worker's cause, 
he believes, has been betrayed. 
He is bitter against all dictators. 
He is back in America, a lover of 
democracy who wants to help 
make it work better. 

This book pieces together the 
jig-saw puzzle of a continent 
which moved inexorably from the 
stupor and exhaustion of post 
war days down through a decade 
of economic chaos and was flung 
at last into what he terms the 
evilest war in history. We see 
Europe here in terms of the great 
personalities, and her lesser folk 
as well. There must be a hun- 
dred brilliant personal sketches 
in these 860 pages. Fischer's 
penetration into human charac 
ter is searching and reflective. 

Again, we see the approach of 
Europe's tragedy in the broad 
social portraits he paints of cities 
and countries: portraits touch-

We are deter- 
mined he shall not do to America 
what he has done to Germany.,

WISE KNITTING 

Two years ago Herr Hitler replied in the Reichstag to the appeals 
of President Roosevelt to aid "the cause of world peace" by telling 
America to stick to its own knitting and leave Europe alone. Witn 
Germany and Russia now at grips it is easier than ever for America 
to knit in Its own way. Official Washington is "rooting" hard for 
Russia (with reservations against Communists.) 

While Hitler swept across Poland, Czecho-Slovakia. Holland, Nor- 
way, Belgium and France with his killing and destroying armies: 
stealing the riches and resources on his way, from conquered people, 
the 21 Americas knitted very close relations. During the past year 
or two Germany and Italy have been unable to break through these 
strong skeins of defense. . 

Barter-Trades with Germany were cancelled and Mexico de- 
cided that it was wicked for her to sell confiscated American oil 
to Germany and Italy. .Argentina, Brazil and other American Re- 
publics joined the UniteiiS>tes in cutting off with the Axis. The 
United States policies of Snbargo and Neutrality were knitted into 
Boycotts against the Dictators, That helped to force Germany to 
seek life-line in the Soviet Ukraine. Germany undoubtedly faces 
a crisis in food and armament supplies. The British needs have 
been met with shipments of arms, oil, food, bombers, ships, and bil- 
lions of dollars from America. 

Ever since the German war machine was re-routed into Rus- 
sia the evidence accumulates that America has done very well with 
its knitting, inasmuch as we have won the Battle of Econmics, 
and win the Battle of the Atlantic under any conditions. 

Part of our population has suffered from a War of Nerves. 
But those good folks are feeling better. The emergency in Eng- 
land has been met by the American arsenal and our granaries. 

Statistical reports show that 4»/ 4 billions of Lend-Lease funds 
have been allocated for orders, including 601 ships. More than 2,- 
700 planes haVe been delivered by American manufacturers in the 
past two months for our own and British uses. The record of Na- 
tional Defense and Emergency Management and manufacturers and 
builders, great and small, show that America has not dropped stitch- 
es in its knitting. 

America has strapped and stripped Germany and Italy of gold, 
foreign exchange and credit. More -than 7 billion dollars of Euro- 
pean assets have been frozen in the United States while Germany 
and Italy could seize less than 20 % of that amount. 

Naturally, a lot of controversial troubles and problems are with 
us The control of prices and the volume of production of auto- 
mobiles is too big a matter to be tostfd off by order of a Defense 
Administrator. The facts do not justify hasty decisions. There 
may be, are may not be, a shortage of gasoline. That question is m 
the hbpper. The freedom of the seas, new and higher taxation, 
social reforms, and numberless problems affecting American's ways 
of life require the coolest and ablest thought and deliberation that 
exists in our country. All of these' problems have in the past been 
solved and fitted into our Democratic way of life'. 

Our Democracy has always been genuine and unadulterated, 
and we should keep it on that high plane.

AUTO INpUSTRY AND DEFENSE , 

In order to draw attention to what he characterized as the fal- 
lacy of procedure. in "the various steps that are being taken to cur- 
lail the automotive industry". Congressman Louis C. Rabaut, of 
Michigan inserted a newspaper article by a Washington correspond- 
ent in the Congressional Record. It says the O. P. M. started the 
ball rolling by recommending an entirely "reasonable" 20% cut 
in automobile production. Things began to get "unreasonable' 
when price-fixer Henderson and Federal Reserve Chairman Eccles 
suggested "that automobile excise taxes be boosted so high as to 
stop all new-car sales for the period of the emergency." Then the 
Secretary of the Navy suggested complete stoppage of all automo- 
bile production. The Under Secretary of War suggested immedi- 
ate curtailment of "at least 50%." 

Meanwhile, other Government officials have cautioned that au- 
tomobile production cannot be stopped for the simple reason that 
in 1940 the Federal Government collected 137 million dollars in sales 
taxes on automobiles, and that new tax increases now proposed 
would double this collection. Corporation taxes paid by automobile 
companies amounted to 100 million dollars more, and these are 
ticketed to be increased. . In 1940 the Federal Government collected 
328 million dollars in gasoline and oil taxes, and the States grabbed 
816 million dollars from {he same source. The States also derived 
412 million dollars from automobile license taxes. 

"The biggst fallacy of all," dscribed as a political halucination, 
is that the automobile is "essentially a luxury." The Congressional 
Record the fact that from 70% to 88% of the transporation in 
cities of less than 500,000 population is provided by private pas- 
senger automobiles and that in the larger cities nearly one-half the 
population use private cars. 

In spite of all speculative opinions "no automobile manufac- 
turer has complained against a reasonable curtailment in produc- 
tion," according to the article okehed by Congressman Rabaut. 
The writer concludes with the statement that "curtailment" should 
be applied gradually, and that "the automobile should not be singl- 
ed out as the one biggest defense goat."

The District of Colunibia has been the Capital of the United 
States ever since the early days of the Republic. There was space 
to spare in 1846 when part of the original territory of 100 miles square 
was ceded back to Virginia. But in this year of 1941 great new 
buildings are looming on the Virginia shore of the Potomac and 
they will be for offices for the Navy Department, which has over- 
run its quarters in Washington. 

There are more than twice as many officials and clerks em- 
ployed in the Federal Government in Washington today as there 
were when President Roosevelt took office in March, 1933. Ob- 
servers who have frequently commented upon "what Mr. Roose- 
velt has done to the United States" will find "what he has done to 
the District of Columbia" even more astonishing. 

Virginia and Maryland are taking care of several hundred 
thousand of the District of Columbia overflow, and Government 
bureaus are branching out into some of the States to find new 
headquarters. No one has suggested that it might be a good idea 
to return authority borrowed from State Capitols back to their own 
home grounds. Most every State Capital would welcome the recovery 
of blocs of politicians to their own States. 

But the scheme is to squeeze the new additions close to Wash- 
ington, which benefits Maryland and Virginia. 

Maybe in the Course of human events another man like 
Coolidge will return to Washington and run- the Government with 
a hundred thousand less Government employes. .It's possible.

Q. I plan to use vertical wood 
boards aa paneling for one end of 
my living room. How can this be 
applied to the exterior wall, which 
is of masonry? 

A. Vertical paneling boards us- 
ed in connection with masonry 
will require the use of horizontal 
wood nailing strips. These strips 
are usually one-by-inch material, 
fastened" to wood nailing blocks 
set in the masonry mortar joints. 
Provision should be made for 
strips at the floor and top of the 
paneling to insure proper nailing 
of wood base and cornice or cap 
moldings. To eliminate the pos- 
sibility cf the paneling being ef- 
fected ty moisture, it is advisable 
to dar.-pproof or cover the wall 
with a water-resistant paper be- 
fore the paneling is applied.

The great 
bulk Of British equipment was 
left on the French beaches. Am- 
erican reporters tell of British 
regiments marching through the 
streets of London with even rifles. 
Today Britain is" literally an arm- 
ed camp, with the finest of de- 
fensive equipment — including, ac- 
cording to some, new .devices 
which will give the Germans an 
unpleasant surprise if they try 
invasion.

She is receiving considerable 
numbers of long-range, multi- 
engined bombers from this coun- 
try which are enabling her to 
increase her raids over German 
and German-dominated areas. 

Worst phase, from the British 
viewpoint, remains the shipping 
problem. It was recently" neces- 
sary to impose new and very sev- 
ere food restrictions in England 
—today British diet is definitely 
inferior to Germany's. War ma- 
terials get first place in the ships, 
and only a subsistence minimum 
of other materials are brought in. 
It remains to be seen what effect 
this may have on British morale. 

Mr. Churchill also said recently 
that if England is no worse in 
six months than she is now, she 
•will have reason for self-con- 
gratulation. In other words, he 
apparently feels that the time of 
great crisis is at hand. The per- 
iod of fine weathered is here, and 
the unpredictable Hitler may 
have some world-shaking plans 
in mind for the summer months. 

Time has given Mr. Roosevelt 
what Congress refused to give 
him when he proposed his Sup- 
reme Court enlargement measure 
— the right to staff the Court 
with Justices whose social and 
economic ideals parallel his. 

He has now appointed seven 
Justices, a record equalled only 
by Washington, who of course ap- 
pointed the entire first Court 
but it only numbered live Jus- 
tices then. Mr. Justice Stone, a 
Coolidge appointee, who has been 
elevated to Chief Justiceship, 
has voted favorably on most New 
Deal legislation. Mr. Justice 
Roberts, a Hoover appointee, has 
a middle of the road record — he 
has Voted for some New Deal laws, 
against others. . 

This Com! will exert a great 
influence on the country for gen- 
erations to come. Most of the 

members are young men. A. .long 
important list of new precedents 
may be expected.

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Here is a good layout for a 
small back-yard garden, suggested 
in the Ford Home Almanac. A plot 
so arranged will produce a sur- 
prising amount of vegetables. 

According to the Ford Almanac, 
the family with a garden in the 
back yard, or on a very small 
plot, can largely overcome the 
handicap of limited size by plant- 
ing companion and succession 
crops. In companion cropping, 
two crops occupy the soil at the 
same time— one a quickly matur- 
ing crop, the other a crop that 
requires longer time to develop 
and, when grown, more space. 
The earlier crop ts harvested 
before the later crop matures. I» 
succession cropping, one crop is 
harvested, then the ground is 
again prepared and planted to a 
second crop. A letter to most any 
state agricultural college will 
bring a pamphlet telling in detail 
how this is done. 

Of first importance is the use 



of good seed. Good seed can't be 
picked by its appearance. It's best 
to buy only from some thoroughly 
reliable house. 

Seedling plants started in boxes 
or cold frames in ce'lar,or base- 
ment should be transplanted when 
they are 1 to 2 inches High. At 
this size they transplant more 
readily, develop better roots and 
make stockier plants. Seedlings 
should be well watered 12 hours 
before being transplanted. Use 
care in keeping as much earth 
around the roots as possible and 
planting in freshly made holes. 

Most home gardeners plant seed 
too thickly. Thinning to proper 
distances wil&hasten maturity, in- 
crease yields and insure, higher 
quality. The best time to thin out 
seedlings is soon after they are up. 

When watering, either with 
hose or other means, soak the 
soil thoroughly. During drought, 
watering in evenings is moat 
beneficial.

The position of the United Sta- 
tes, in relation to the present 
war in Europe, may be summed 
up as follows: 

(1) The outcome of the stug- 
gle will determine who will reg- 
ulate the world for many years. 

(2) The main interests of the 
United States in the post-war 
world are identical with those of 
Great Britain. 

(3) A German victory mean 
German control of the seas and 
the destruction of American com- 
merce. 

(4) From a selfish standpoint, 
it is necessary that the United 
States aid the British to defeat 
Hitler in order to have chance to 
avoid staggering armaments or a 
stupendous war. 

(5) American aid will be sent 
to Great Britain, regardless of 
German threats and attacks upon 
American ships will begin a fight. 

(6) Shooting incidents in con- 
nection with getting goods to 
Great Britain may result in an 
undeclared war, with our objec- 
tives limited to protecting our 
commerce. 

(7) The safety and security of 
this hemisphere will not permit 
Hitler to acquire Iceland, the 
Azores, or the Cape Verdue Is- 
lands, and, possibly, Dakar on the 
West Coast of Africa. 

(8) While every effort will be 
made to avoid forcing Japan to 
join in the stuggle, there will be 
no appeasement of Japan at the 
expense of the British, the Dutch, 
or the United States, in the Far 
East. 

(9) American defense produc- 
tion will be vastly extended and 
our forces— Army, Navy and Air 
Corps— will be enlarged and ready 
for protective action whenever 
and wherever required. 

(10) At this time there is little 
idea that American soldiers will 
ever participate in the battles of 
Europe, but will be sent anywhere 
if necessary to protect this hemis- 
phere by preventing potential en- 
emies from securing dangerous 
bases.

1. Before going int6 Austria, 
Hitler solemnly declared: "Ger- 
many has neither the wish nor the 
intention to mix in internal Aus- 
trian affairs or to annex or unite 
with Austria." 

"-^"Before marching into Czech- 
oslovakia, Hitler gave assurance 
Ui«iu Lie Sudeten question had 
been satisfactorily solved at Mun- 
ich and that he had no more ter- 
ritorial aspirations. He main- 
tained this fiction until the last 
minute. 

3. After Czechoslovakia, Hitler 
unequivocally stated there was no 
reason for trouble between the 
German and Polish peoples. Be- 
fore his campaign he denounced a 
ten-year non-aggression pact be- 
tween the two countries, which he 
had solemnly sworn to uphold. 

4. Norway, Denmark, Holland 
and Belgium all received assur- 
ances that the Nazi plans were 
''not inimical" to their sovereig- 
nity. Denmark signed a non-ag- 
gression pact with Hitler in May, 
1839, but was also invaded. 

President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt answered Hitler's latest com- 
plaint of lack of United States 
understanding with the strongest 
attack on a foreign government 
he has ever made. He charged 
that this complaint and the rum- 
or of a "peace offensive" were 
started at the deliberate order 
of the German Government. He 
categorically stated that he had, 
in his possession, copies of two 
orders from Germany to the Nazi 
leaders in this country that spe- 
cifically charged them with the 
task of starting peace rumors 
and securing large publicity for 
the idea that the Nazis, are really 
just misunderstood in the Uni- 
ted States — that they mean no 
harm.

German troops moving against 
Russia will find themselves con- 
fronted by a veritable Chinese 
Wall nearly 1300 miles long and 
at certain nearly 100 miles deep,, 

It is not single line that, once 
broken no longer has any defen- 
sive value, like the Magjnot line 
of France. It is a system of for- 
tification in depth, of which prin- 
cipal work are three lines of rein- 
forced concrete positions, one be- 
hind the other. 

The separate posts are design- 
ed to withstand the heaviest artil- 
lery fire and are so placed that 
the intervals between them are 
controlled by their guns. Defense 
against tanks is not passive re- 
sistance; there is provision by 
massive blockhouses, known by a 
Russian word most exactly trans- 
lated as "redoubt," under which 
are subterranean tank hangards. 
If enemy tanks succeed in break- 
ing through the defenses esta- 
blished against them, hangars 
will send their own tanks out to 
take the enemy in the rear. 

There is a military maxim that 
no defense preparations are ever 
completed. The Russian line was 
scheduled to have its last gaps 
filled by July 15, and it is suppos- 
ed that German knowledge of this 
fact was responsible for the 
launching of the attack before 
that date. 

Russia had been speeding her 
work op these defenses as fast as 
possible ever since Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslaff Molotov's vis- 
it to Berlin made it plain that 
sooner or later Germany was go- 
ing to ask more than Russia could 
grant, would try to take it by 
force if she could not get it by 
negotiation. The engineers in 
charge of the work had the serv- 
ices of 300,000 workers released 
from prison camps for this jobs. 
They received good wages and a 
promise of pardons if their work 
was satisfactory— and even • full 
of restoration of civic rights, an 
even greater concession from So- 
viet Russia.". . 

At least once a week General 
Zenchemiko flies from the Podol 
airdrome to inspect what he re- 
gards as his most important de- 
fensive works — the three great 
redoubts he has constructed in 
the Carpathians. Landing fields 
and reservoirs for gasoline have 
been constructed on the moun- 
tain-sides. Troops are in place in 



heavily fortified positions, said to 
be stronger than anything in Eur- 
ope, except the Swiss St. Gothard 
fortifications. These redoubts are 
near Podgaitzi, at Klioutchiki and 
at Voronov, respectively, and it is 
on them that the Russians count 
to stop an enemy drive toward 
the fertile plains of the Ukraine. 

Anthony Belouuss. once a col- 
onef in the armies of the czar, an 
engineer in the forestry and hyro- 
graphlc service, is in charge of 
the northwestern sector, with 
headquarters in Minsk. His sec- 
tor is a region of marshes and 
rivers. To defend them he has 
taken advantage of the water 
that is the salient feature of the 
landscape. 

The third area, in the south, 
with headquarters at Odessa, is 
in charge of Colonel of Engineers 
Mairov, a man of only 35 years, 
but Russia's No 1 specialist in 
coastal fortifications and river 
defense. It seems probable that it 
is here that the Russian defenses 
are least advanced. Called has- 
tily from the east, where he had 
been fortifying the banks of the 
Amur River on the Manchukuoan 
border, he is now setting up the 
defenses of the Pruth and Dnies- 
ter Rivers in Bessarabia and the 
gulfs and creeks in the regions of 
Odessa. 

It is upon the work of Colonel 
Mairov, rather than on the weak 
Russian Navy, that the Soviet 
counts to protect the southern 
flank. Fortifications on the 
shores of the Black Sea. rather 
than naval action, are meant to 
be their answer to any attack 
from this quarter. The question 
is whether the fortifications are 
ready yet to meet a German on- 
slaught. The fact seems to be 
that the Germans have struck 
now because they believe that the 
defenses are not ready.

means excessive. Starts in which 
the car is rushed to maximum ac- 
celeration in low gear and then 
held in second over long to beat 
the other fellow at a light are 
particularly wasteful. They may 
satisfy the ego of the driver, but 
they dig deep into his pocketbook. 
It is surprising how rapidly 
costs of several sorts increase 
with speed. The Travelers' In- 
surance Company has made an in- 
teresting study of this factor with 
relation to time saved. It is bas- 
ed on a 1,000-mile journey with 
an average car, average roads and 



average driver. It i 
this 1.06O miles only 6.4 hows «• 
saved by increaa 
from 35 to 45 miles an hoar, 
that the cost is 65 cents for 
hour saved, or $4.15 for the 
miles. When the speed goes op to 
55 miles an hour the saving k§ 
10.4 hours for the whole journey, 
but is made at a cost of $1.29 per 
hour saved, or $12.45 for the Jour- 
ney.

As one news commentator put 
it, Stalin is the last and most Im- 
pressive example of the utter fol- 
ly of trying to appease the one- 
time Viennese house painter who 
has become master of a contin- 
ent. The Russians, obviously 
afraid, did everything in their 
power to mollify the Nazis. 
They signed a non-aggression and 
collaboration pact. They agreed 
to deliver to Germany consider- 
able quantities of vital raw ma- 
terials. — According to" reliable 



writers, they permitted German 
technicians to come into Russian 
Industry in an attempt to speed 
up production and transport. 
They did nothing to pifcvent any 
of Hitler's territorial acquisitions. 
But all this was not enough. And 
the oft-given war n 1 n g s -of 
Winston Churchill at last came 
true— when Hitler was ready he 
struck at Russia, despite the 
pact, despite all pledges of friend- 
ship. 

Hitler's spoken reasons for war 
against the Soviet are his usual 
ones — he claimed that Russia had 
toot lived up to her agreements, 
that Russian agents were seek- 
ing the downfall of the Reich, 
and that he was simply acting to 
save Europe from the blight of 
Communism. No one believes 
that these reasons amount to 
more than an easy alibi for the 
wanton breakage of another 
treaty. Russia has in abundance 
what Hitler most sorely lacks — 
gram, to feed the German people; 



oil, to propel the German war 
machine. And, on top of that, 
if Russia could be destroyed as a 
military power, Hitler would no 
longer have to fear attack from 
the East. He could then con- 
centrate all of his weapons for 
the final assault on the British 
Isles. 

It Is clear to anyone that Hit.' 
ler has taken a gigantic gamble. 
Russia, as Napoleon found out, 

before. It Is a vast land, and 
much of It Is geographically and 
climatically unfriendly. In Che 
Little Corporal's phrase, "Empires 
die of Indigestion." And Russia 
is the biggest bite that any con- 
queror could attempt. Hitler cer- 
tainly must have felt there was 
no other solution to his problems 
before deciding to give the march- 
ing order to his legions along the 
1,500-mile front that extends 
from Narvik to the Carpathians. 
From the military point of 
view, you can find about any 
opinion on the quality of the 
Russian army, you want. Russia 
gives out few figures concerning 
the Red army. However, it is 
generally believed that at least 
12,000,000 men have given mili- 
tary training and that, fully mo- 
bilized,, her regular army, plus 
reserves, would total 5,000,000 or 
more. Estimates place her air 
force at 9,000 planes, though 
there is doubt as to their quality. 
It is known that she has gigantic

enforced city health ordinance.

rayed consisted of 240 teachers, 
clerks and janitors. Three active 
cases of tuberculosis were found 
In this group, five showed arrest- 
ed tuberculosis, one case was sus- 
picious and 231 negative. These 
showing active tuberculosis Inclu- 
ded the high school librarian, a 
clerk In a principal's office, and 
an elementary teacher. Two of 
these patients now are receiving 
sanatorium treatment and the 
third is under medical care.

Illiteracy Tops In 
Draftee Rejections 

Illiteracy and nervous and 
mental disorders topped the list 
of causes of rejections at induc- 
tion centers of Virginia selectees 
during the four weeks ended June 
21, a Third Corps Area report 
showed recently. 

During that period a total of 
3.324 men were examined at the 
Richmond and Roanoke induc- 
tion stations and 778, or approxi- 
mately 23.4 per cent, were reject- 
ed. This was approximately the 
average for the Third Corps Area. 

Of the 778, 185 or 23.8 per cent 
were barred bjureasori of illiteracy, 
and 169 or 21.9per cent for nerv- 
ous and mental ailments. Medi- 
cal rejections accounted for 583* 
of the total. 

For the area as a whole, rejec- 
tions numbered 4,802 out of 20,- 
494 men examined, or 23.43 per 
cent. Illiteracy took a toll of 
only 305, including Virginia's 185. 
or 6.35 per cent of the area's total 
rejections, while nervous and men- 
tal troubles were responsible for 
only 17.61 per cent of the rejec- 
tions.

The News never believed in monopolies 
particularly in public utilities. It is felt 
that where there is competition a better 
service is always furnished to the public 
and a reasonable rate given. 

Virginia Beach has been inflicted with 
a handicap in supplying its citizens with 
water. Its only source has been by pur- 
chasing the same from the City of Norfolk 
and at an exorbitant rate. As the conse- 
quence thereof the consumers have had to 
pay a still more excessive tariff whether 
the water is consumed or not. 

In view of this when it was learned that 
a private enterprise proposed the construc- 
tion of an independent water plant to sup- 
ply the town and other consumers, the news 
was received with pleasure believing that 



result in the reduction of the cost to the con- 
sumer and ultimately end in municipal own- 
ership. 

; However, in spite of these thoughts we 
feel that the Council acted wisely in reject 
ing the proposed contract for the furnish 
irig of water at the special meeting held on 
Tuesday night. The proposal having been 
made by a representative of an unknown 
concern of unknown financial responsibil- 
ity which tie the hands of the Town on the 
gamble of speculators. Likewise the decis- 
ion to investigate the possibilities of the 
construction of its own water plant seems 
most sound particularly as to the possibili 
ties of procuring Federal aid towards the 
'cost. Normally we do not advocate seek- 
ing Federal aid for local enterprises as ulti- 
mately the bill will have to be paid by the 
tax payers and at somewhat increased cost 
than if the funds had been raised locally 
and repaid through the municipal govern? 
ment. 

We trust though that our municipal fa- 
thers may find ways and means of construc- 
tion of the local water system without ex- 
cessive cost and thereby be independent of 
the City of Norfolk who has had the Town- 
ship by the throat on the question of water 
au>ply.

It all started with a small but unusual 
!ne|wspaper advertisement: 

WANTED— Machinists, lathe and shaper 
hands, 

65 years of age and over." 

Back of that classified ad lies another 
dramatic story of national defense— a tale 
of special skills and abilities recaptured and 
put to work serving the national welfare in 
an hour when all our available strength and 
cunning is needed for the tasks that lie 
ahead. ->3/ 

The story begins with the problems of a 
man named Clayton Hough, who as man- 
ager of a large rivet-manufacturing com- 
pany was faced with the problem of handl- 
ing heavy army, navy, and marine corps 
contracts. But the supply of available 
skilled workers was running short. So 
'Hough went looking for men who had served 
industry well in the past, and who were now 
in retirement. And they have responded to 
his call. 

At the present time, Hough's company 
turns out more than two million Tivets and 
600,000 metal stampings daily. Helping 
„with this work for national defense are 20 
ner cent of all his employees who are in the 
latter part of middle age. One of the men 
is 72 years of age and was a machinist dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. A number 
of others did similar work in the World War 

The company gives the men a "brushing- 
up period" while they do simple pobs to get 
the feel of the work again. Then they 

§in with the real work. Hough places 
dependence upon them. "I think 
old fellows will stay with me longer 
young men," he says. "Young men are 
restless, want new experiences. These fel- 
lows look permanent." 

The picture of older workmen, pensioners 
peeling off their "smoking jackets" and put- 
tag on a pair of overalls because the coun- 
fey needs their services is another inspir- 
ing example of how a free country goes 
about doing a big job. As long as the Am-' * 
encan fibre proves as tough and adaptable 
ms this, we can have little fear that the na- 
tion's defenses will not remain secure! 
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This second World War is a war between, 
two philosophies, two ways of life, two dia- 
metrically opposed systems of govern- 
ment. 

In every land which the Axis has con- 
quered, all liberty has been ruthlessly 
abolished. The free enterprise system, 
where it existed, has ben consignd to the 
rubbish heap. Dissenters have faced the fir- 
ing squad or have been sentenced to living 
death in a concentration camp. A whole 
continent has been chained to the Nazi 
chariot, and the peoples of a dozen nations, 
many of them once democratic and free, 
have been reduced to the status of slaves. 
The individual is nothing — the state is all. 

Our part in this war then, whether or not 
;we eventually become active belligerents, is 
"to prove to all the world that free enter- 
prise is superior to slave enterprise — that 
democracy is superior to totalitarianism. 
And we can prove that in only one way. 
That is by encouraging the private enter- 
prise system* under fair and suitable gov- 
ernment regulation, to produce as it never 
produced before. That means that we must 
encourage privately-towned industry — whe- 
ther it deals in electric power or coal or oil 
or manufacturing or anything else — to do 
the greatest job in history. It means that 
all evidences of totalitarianism in this coun- 
try must be suppressed. It means that we 
must consistently oppose state socialism 
wherever it appears, whatever its manifest- 
ation. We are fighting for the right of free 
men to engage freely in legitimate busi- 
ness under a free system. If that right is 
lost, we will suffer an irrevocable defeat, 
no matter how great our military prowess 

Private enterprise is ready to meet the 
test. The record of the past is the promise 
of the future. It is up to all men to prove 
now that the American way is the winning 
way — and the way to eventual peace an<j 
security for all the people.

Hard); more than a year ago, 
at the University of Virginia, Pre- 
sident Roosevelt delivered his 
Celebrated commencement ad- 
dress in which he said: "The 
hand that held the dagger has 
stabbed its neighbor In the back". 
(Prance was, of course, the 
"neighbor.") Now, recently pub- 
lished, we have SPURS ON THE 
BOOT, by Thomas Morgan, a 
book which Is virtually a bio- 
graphy of Mussolini. The author 
is a well-known foreign corres- 
pondent. In this his personal 
narrative he has, however, kept 
himself in the background. 
SPURS ON THE BOOT is first of 
all a source document on the 
personality of Mussolini, and a 
trained observer's impression of 
the growth and present condition 
of the first modern Fascist state. 

Morgan is a first-rate reporter 
with a keen flair for detecting 
and describing those trivia of 
persona] behavior which reveal 
the true nature of a man's char- 
acter. He spent seventeen years 
in Italy. He saw the birth and 
growth of Fascism, and he man- 
aged to strike up an intimate as- 
sociation with the grandiose, 
dynamic, capable, ruthless and 
unscrupulous Duce who emerges, 
from his book. He was often 
welcome in the Duce's home. He 
participated in receptions given 
to visiting American dignitaries; 
helped entertain American art- 
ists who performed before, but 
failed to entertain, the Mussolini 
household; witnessed the Duce's 
childish attempt to ape the coun- 
try-gentleman attire of Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain on the occasion 
of the latter 's visit to Rome; and 
— in collaboration with Mussolini 
— wrote the Italian dictator's per- 
sonal story in a series of special 
articles. 

This book— never very serious 
— fe e xceedingly informative. — It- 
gives a pretty good running 
chronicle of the major events in 
Italian history since Mussolini 
gained power. It offers many an 
interesting character sketch of 
Italian leaders. And it presents 
a picture of a stable and lovable 
I people under the sway of an un- 



However, the problem isn't so simple as 
that. Real "excess profits" are taxed now 
— and they are taxed plenty. The great 
danger is that in our zeal to raise money 
we will tax away those modest, normal pro- 
fits (which are absolutely essential to the 
maintenance and development of all indus- 
try. 

It is for this reason that the profits tax| stable ' crafty, and essentially un- 
is potentially one of the most menacing of ' wise tyrant, 
weapons. Business must have profits to Morgan stresses that the Italian 

people distrust and dislike their 
alliance with Germany. He sta- 
tes that the vainglorious Duce 
has compromised his country to 
the point where she cannot win, 
no matter what happened; and 
that the Italian people are a 
peace-loving people who may be 
inefficient at times but who cer- 
tainly are no cowards. Italy will 
rise from any disaster which Mus- 
solini brings on it— says Mor- 
gan. But for the immediate fut- 
ure he can predict nothing but 
misery.

The government is entirely right in in- 
sisting that there shall be no profiteering 
in defense — business backs up that stand 
to the limit. But we will make a terrible 
mistake if we use the taxing power to drain 
normal industry dry. That, in the long run, 
would mean ruin for us all. 



LABOR'S CHANGE 



According to Attorney General Jackson, 
certain labor leaders responsible for re- 
cent strikes in defense industries have de- 
finitely communist sympathies. They are 
following long-established Soviet "wreck- 
ing" tactics. 

It now remains to be seen whether the 
rank and file of labor will continue to ac- 
cept this kind of alien-inspired leadership. 
If it does, the government will have no 
choice but to use the sternest measures — 
and the public will back the government up. 
Labor can clean house now, adjust its griev- 
ances through mediation, and buckle down 
to the vital defense job. To continue to 
strike against the nation's safety will prove 
the most suicidal thing labor can do.

In Britain, women have 
taken over many actual army 
duties ordinarily handled by men, 
in addition to civilian Jobs like 
buses, making munitions and 
farming. Many Britishers fear 
the distaf fers will not readily sur- 
render their new jobs after the 
war, and it might mean an eco- 
nomic and social upheaval. "Over 
here," the American Women's 
Voluntary Services is speeding up 
its organization, college girls are 
studying defense work and many 
volunteer ambulance units are be- 
ing formed. Firms like Schenley 
Distillers corporation are sponsor- 
ing first aid courses where em- 
ployees learn to take care of dis- 
aster victims, while at the Frank- 
ford arsenal in Philadelphia sev- 
eral hundred women have been 
trained for jobs ranging from 
packing munitions to adjusting 
time fuses. Even though there^ 
been talk of conscripting women, 
most Observers believe American 
intervention in the war would not 
cause so much upheaval as it has 
in Britain. Ambulance driving 
and first aid work, yes, but only 
minor replacement of men in 
business. The mbs„t profound ef- 
fect may be on femininity. Few- 
er permanent waves, less make- 
up, more slacks and low-heeled 
shoes. ... 

BITS O' BUSINESS— King Coal

These facts must be taken into 
account, as our Army and Navy 
chiefs map a program of defense 
against such a contingency, and 
American bases in the Aleutians 
are strengthened. It seems un- 
likely that the Soviet will collapse 
completely, and it also seems un- 
likely that Germany and Japan 
would be able to crush American 
resistance hi the Aleutians — the 
chain of islands which points 
across Bering Sea from Alaska to- 
ward Soviet Kamchatka— even If 
.that collapse should occur. The 
Aleutians are only 2,000 miles 
from the great American naval 
and air base in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, so that any attack on them 
might bring our Pacific naval and 
air squadrons into play. 

It is entirely possible, in the 
event of a complete Russian de- 
feat, that Japan, rather than Ger- 
many, would take over the mari- 
time provinces of Russia, includ-

ing not only Vladivostok, but 
Kamchatka and the extreme 
northeastern corner of Siberia, 
separated by only a few miles of 
water from the Up of Alaska. In 
that event, too, we should be se- 
riously menaced. For while the 
tip of Siberia is separated from 
Germany by many thousands 
of miles, it is within Japan's na- 
tural sphere of operations. In 
fact, the northernmost island of 
the Japanese archipelago is only 
700 miles from the westernmost 
of the Aleutians. 

Thus the nearness of Alaska 
and the Aleutians to the northern 
most Japanese islands, makes it 
distinctly incumbent upon our 
defense chiefs to see that any 
possible German or Japanese 
moves in that quarter can be 
countered by our. Army, Navy and 
Air Porce. 

Distances around the globes are 
so much shorter in these north- 
em latitudes, that many probably 
do not realize how close Seattle 
is to the Bering Sea and the 
coasts of Siberia. Nor is it gen- 
erally realized that the critically 
important Aleutians are only a 
few miles farther north than 
Seattle, although they are 1,700 
miles from that important Am- 
erican seaport. 

The late General William Mit- 
chell, who is now. coming to be 
recognized as something ap- 
proaching a military genius, re- 
garded the Army, Navy and air 
bases in Alaska and the Al eutian s 
as "the key point to the""wTi5le 
Pacific Ocean." Whether this is 
entirely true or not, they certaini- 
ly are of the utmost importance, 
especially since Siberian territory 
so near them may fall into the 
hands of Germany or Japan, or 
both. Conversations are said to 
be under way in Washington con- 
cerning the possibility of Russia's 
allowing America to base war- 
planes now on the Siberian bases 
opposite Alaska, and it is announ- 
ced from Washington that a new 
naval base will be ready by Sep- 
tember 1 at Duth Harbor, in the

The swift and tremendous 
sweep of the German armies into 
Russia ought to jar out of their 
complacency those Americans who 
have been cultivating for a week, 
the pleasant theory that Hitler's 
turn to the east is taking the war 
a lo ng way away from the United 
States. Hitler has not yet won 
his war in Russia; it is still too 
early to detect evidence of demo- 
ralization In the, Soviet defense. 
But no prudent American temem- 
bering Hitler smashed the fine 
armies of France within six weeks, 
and noting the rapidity with which 
his attack has developed in the 
present instance, can afford to 
blind himself by wishful think- 
ing to the possibility that Ger- 
many will achieve an early and 
relatively inexpensive victory on 
Russian soil, and the certainty 
that in this ease the war will be 
on our own doorstep. 

Some of the immediate conse- 
quences of a German victory to. 
Russia, either by the capitulation 
of Stalin or by the entrapment 
and destruction of his armies, can 
readily be foreseen. Hitler would 
at once come into possession of 
enormous resources, notably of 
oil, which would enable him to 
defy the British blockade. He 
would acquire immense addition- 
al military supplies— tanks and 
guns and submarines— many of 
them second-rate, no doubt, but 
nevertheless of great potential 
value wherever they could be 
used against inferior or non-ex- 
istent military equipment. He 
would be able to establish in Mos- 
cow a puppet government, even 
more completely at his service 
than the Vichy Government to 
France, and to use that govern- 
ment to mobilize Russian hatred 
against the democracies. U his 
victory came quickly enough, some 
of us in the United States would 
still be debating the finespun ide- 
ological differences between com- 
munism and national socialism 
when the two in fact had merged. 
Nor is this all. A swift victory 
for Germany in Russia would in- 
crease still further Hitler's pre- 
stige among those Latin-Ameri- 
cans who are already more than 
half inclined to regard nazism 
as the wave of the future. It 
would thereby tend to isolate us 
from our southern neighbors. In 
the East it would mark the end 
of all Russian assistance to China, 
and in all probability the begin- 
ning of Nazi-Japanese domina- 
tion of Siberia. It would thereby 
expose us to greater danger in the 
Pacific. At the same time it would 
bring war closer in the Atlantic. 
For, again on the assumption of 
a swift German victory in Russia. 
Hitler would be able to throw a' 
war machine which was stronger 
than ever into an all-out attack 
on Britain. In these circum- 
stance only active intervention in 
the war by the United States 
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might avert the loss of the last 
eastern defenses of the Atlantic 
world. 

We shall make a dangerous er- 
ror if we regard this rapidly mov- 
ing German attack on Russia as 
a "breathing spell" for the West 
and treat ourselves to the luxury 
of a do-nothing policy while we 
debate the comparative demerits 
of Hitler's regime as against Sta-

JAMESTOWN ISLAND, VIRGINIA 

The last Sunday of June, 1941, was a bright, sunshiny day, and 
the birds sang, and the James River went rolling by to the sea, 
the same way that nature and the birds and the river performed 
their part on Jamestown Island 334 years ago when Reverend Rob- 
ert Hunt held the first Holy Communion for the first Permanent 
English Settlement in America at this spot. 

Captain John Smith reported: "I well remember wee did hang 
an awning (which is an old saile) to three or four trees, to shadow us 
from the sunne. our walles were railes of wood, our seates unhewed 
trees; our pulpit a bar of wood nailed to two neighboring trees .wee 
had daily Common Prayer morning and evening, every Sunday two 
Sermons, and every 1 three months the holy communion, till our min- 
ister died (the Rev. Robert Hunt) . . we continued two or three years 
after, till more preachers came." 

Reverend Francis H. Craighill, Jr., Rector of Bruton Parish 
Church, of Williamsburg, which succeeded the church at James- 
town as the Court Church of Colonial Virginia, arranged the 334th 
Commemoration Service at Jamestown Island, and -he took with 
him the Choir and Congregation of famous Bruton Chuxjch. Bi- 
shop William A. Brown celebrated the Holy Communion. Re- 
verend E. Ruffin Jones of Norfolk, delivered what he called "more 
an address than a sermon", and Chaplain Lloyd off a ship of His 
Majesty's Royal Navy took part in the service. He was accom- 
panied by a group of officers and sailors from a British ship. 

Your reporter for Virginia Beach sat in the congregation, fac- 
ing the Robert Hunt Shrine over which the Bruton Church folks 
"did hang an awning" (which was new canvas), while over the 
heads of the congregation there "did hang" a large new tent, and we 
sat on chairs in the place where fewer persons than we had stood 
at service 334 years before. Down the pathway stood Captain 
John Smith— in bronze — and I thought he looked pleased with 
our Chufch service. Beyond was Pocahontas, also in bronze, and 
maybe she was there in spirit, too. If so, her "good ear" must have 
burned as it was related in the sermon that a period of more than 
four years of freedom from Indian attacks resulted from her mar- 
riage in the Church at Jamestown. 

The Jamestown Church Tower, close by the Robert Hunt 
Shrine, dates back more than 300 years. Within the walls of the 
Church on Jamestown Island the first Legislative Assembly in Am- 
erica, convened July 30,1619. The Jamestown Monument was erec- 
ted here on the Island by the U. S. Government In 1907 and the 
inscriptions on it, and on the House of Burgesses monument, 
trace legislative Democratic government from early days in Vir- 
ginia in a djjrect line down to today. « 

Services over, we followed along the sea-wall. A steamer nam- 
ed "Captain John Smith" was crossing the James. We visited the 
site of the last State House of Jamestown; trod the ground where 
Bacon's Rebellion took place. In fact we had lived at midday on 
Jamestown Island through all the periods of America, from the days

On. WILL COME THROUGH 

Recently newspaper readers learned that two new pipe lines 
would shortly be built to transport the petroleum products which 
play such a vital part In our national defense program and to eli- 
minate transportation difficulties caused by. the transfer of oil 
tankers to Great Britain. The Plantation Pipe Line Company, 
jointly owned by Standard OH Company (Kentucky), Shell Oil Co., 
and Standard Oil Company (N. J.), will build a 1,261 mile line 
from Baton Rouge, La., to Greensboro, N. C. A new 236 mile long 
line is now being built from Portland, Maine to Montreal. In this 
country this line will be operated by the Portland Pipe Line Com- 
pany, which has been organized by the Standard Oil Company 
(N. J.). 

Both these new lines will do much to promote national defense. 
•Tie Planation Pipe Line, serving an area which normally received 
89 per cent of its petroleum products in whole or in part by tanker, 
supplant the use of 10 to 15 tankers. The Portland Montreal Esso 
pipe line save hardpressed tankers ten to twelve days on the trip 
from South American and Gulf ports. 

Some 113,500 miles of pipe lines in this country transport mil- 
lions of barrels of oil and refined petroleum products each day. 
They are carriers under a Federal law passed in 1906, transporting 
petroleum products at published tariffs. Pipe lines run under river 
bottoms, through lush fields planted to crops of many kinds, hurtle 
up mountains, push through under the most difficult terrain and 
once laid under ground are not visible to even the most careful ob- 
server. They bother no one, do an efficient job, are hindered not 
at all by weather and quietly, unobtrusively, go about their task, of 
bringing petroleum products from those parts of the country where

The fiscal year of 1941 ended on June 30. The total appro- 
priations of Congress for the year 1942, which has twelve months to 
go, reached the total sum of $33,310,870,190.63.

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In spite of the fact that to- 
wards the last of the shad sea- 
son, "when the market dropped 
so low a good number of the fish- 
ermen went to work on defense 
projects to receive the high wages 
being* paid", J. T. Meyer, superin- 
tendent of hatcheries for Comis- 
sion of Fisheries, said that the 
1941 season was "much better" 
than 1940, with an increase of 
3,887,005 eggs handled in State 
hatcheries reported for this year. 
In charge of the work which 
was done on the Mattaponi, Pa- 
munkey and Chickahominy riv- 
ers, Meyer included a summary of 
the work carried out during the 
past year In a report to Commis- 
sioner J. Brooks Mapp. The re- 
port showed the Chickahominy 
river hatchery was in operation 
from April 21, to May 31, "Dur- 
ing which time 176 spawning roe 
shad were caught and striped, 
from which we received a total of 
4,614,000 eggs. 

The Mattaponi hatchery, which 
was In operation from April 18 
to May 31, had a total of 61 spaw- 
ning roe shad caught and strip- 
ped, from which 1,537,000 eggs 
were received. 

The Pamunkey River hatchery 
was In operation for the same 
period as Mattaponi, received a 
total of 2,450,000 eggs from 90 
spawning roe shad caught and 
stripped. 

Byron Hutto, acting foreman 
of the Harrison Lake hatchery, 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
reported, according to a state- 
ment made by Meyerf that 1,926,- 
000 eggs were collected on the 
James River, a hatch of 74.2 per 
cent of 1,430,000 shad fry. From 
this number, the report pointed 
out, 157,000 were placed in the 
nursery pond of the Harrison 
Lake station.. 

An eighty-five or 90 percent 
hatch of shad was said to have 
been made, all of the fish being 
released In the rivers "immediate- 
ly after hatching" with the ex- 
ception of a portion of those 
hatched at the Pamunkey hatch- 
ery which wis put in a holding 
tank, which are now about an 
inch in length. The number be- 
ing held in the tank cannot be 
ascertained, Meyer said, until 
they have grown to a larger size. 
A floating holding tank was re- 
ported to have been constructed 
on the Pamunkey and "proved 
very satisfactory" being used as a 
tank for shad fry until they reach 
the age of three or ofur months. 
Stating that he received full 
cooperation from all parties con- 
cerned on these three rivers, he 
went on to point out that all fish- 
ermen on the rivers are very hard- 
ly pleased with the increase In 
the shad run "which they attri- 
bute to the work of the hatcheries 
during the past two years". 

Attached to Meyers report was 
a letter from Hutto, on the re- 
sults of the shad propagation ac- 
tivities of the Harrision Lake sta 
tion. Fish and Wildlife service 
In September 1940, he said 150,- 
000 shad fingerling No. 3 were 
released from our nursery pond. 
These fingerlings were from an 
original plant of 500.000 shad 
fry. On April 22, 1941, the col- 
lection of shad qggs from the 
James River was begun, and at 
the end of the collection period) 
on May 23. had been collected 1,- I 
926.000 eggs. From these eggs 
wede reolizc-d a hatch fo 74.2 per 
cent or 1.430,000 shad fry, 157,- 
000 cf which were placed in the 
nursery pond of Harrison Lake 
station. The remainder of shad 
fry wei-e planted direct in the 
James , River. 

Streamlined Oyster CaKure 
A beauty culture program is 
under way for oysters in the bed 
of the York River. 

The Chesapeake Corporation, 
a big producer, has brought in 
millions of pounds of mussel shells, 
which have little commercial 
value, to aid in streamlining the 



rough, misshapen oyster shells. 

The thin, fragile mussel shells, 
it Is anticipated, will serve as a 
cultch for the oyster larvae en- 
abling It to take shape with less 
resistance and become a more at- 
tractive half-shell delicacy. 

A by-products of a thriving In- 
dustry brought Into Virginia by 
the shortage of vitamin products 
formerly obtained from northern 
European countries, these mus- 
sel shells are expected to be sup- 
erior to the oyster shells now in 
use in that they will break Into 
small particles in handling.

It was pointed out by Dr. New" 
combe that most of the regular 
observations have been made in 
Seaford and in the York River, 
near Yorktqjm. This survey, is 
already said, to be turning up in- 
teresting data on the life history 
of the oyster. 

During the month of June, ex- 
tended cruises of the "Agnes 
Hope", were made to- Mobjack 
Bay, Fox Hill and Buckroe areas 
and to the James River, to col- 
lect oysters 1n different stages of 
sexual maturity and by means of 
plankton net tows, the relative 
abundance of oyster and! clam 
larvae was estimated, as thi sea- 
son progressed. 

Winston Menzel and Bickett 
Shepherd of the Laboratory staff 
have been following the time of 
appearance and abundance of 
larval oysters and clams parti- 
cularly at Seaford and in the 
James River. There is a notice- 
able time variation Jn the ripe- 
nessTjf~the~oysters and the num- 
ber of larvae in the plankton in 
different collecting areas that are 
quite close together. 

Collections made on July 1st 
showed that straight line and 
early umbo stages of the oyster 
larvae were fairly abundant In 
the James River. At Seaford on 
June 30th there were large num- 
bers of both straight line and 
umbo stages. In this location 
where more regular collections 
are made, clam and oyster larvae 
have been present since June 13, 
at which time counts showed that 
there were about 25 oyster larvae 
per gallon of water. Until the 
last of June, no oyster larvae 
were found in the Mobjack sam- 
ples. In the July 5th cruise of 
the "Agnes Hope", a few straight 
line oyster larvae were obtained.

creased to $34,192,000. That was a 
principal sum greater by $4,745,- 
000. But this larger sum produced 
an income of only $915,923, an an- 
nual loss to the aged annuitants 
of $501,928. or more than one- 
third. Where they had $100 to live 
on in 1933. they had $65 in 1938. 
A less abundant life. 

And why? A spendthrift gov- 
ernment is deliberately driving 
money rates down so it can bor- 
row more and more for less and 
less. "Easy money"! 

This same process is affecting 
every one of the 246,667 churches 
in America which have endow- 
ment funds provided in other 
days by the gifts and testaments 
of Christian men and women. A 
like situation confronts all col- 
leges, schools, hospitals, Y. M. C. 
A. 's, Y .W. C. A. 's, and all other 
charitable institutions. The leg- 
acies given to them by our fathers, 
the savings of years of self deni- 
al, are being washed out. 

The process will continue — un- 
less. 

These 246,667 churches, their 
parish houses and other proper- 
ties are valued at $3,839,500,000. 
Thesis a church for every 620 
people, for every 150 families in 
America. Each church property, 
on the average, represents $18,000 
provided by the gifts of a Chris- 
tian people. 

It may be said that there are 
too many ''churches. But is there 
too little crime, gangsterism, and 
corruption in government? Are 
there too many able young men 
dedicating themselves to the min- 
istry? 

In 1926 for salaries, church 
maintenace and debt reduction 
these churches collected and paid 
$817,000,000. In 1936 the ex- 
penditure was $519,000,000, or 36 
per cent less. This shrinkage 



operated most disastrously in our 
farming districts where sixty per 
cent of the spiritual leaders of 
America live. 

Taxes are now the highest in 
history. But they will be much 
higher. They will compete in 
every family budget with 'its 
church contributions. And taxes 
come first. It is a solemn situa- 
tion when we find, after eight 
years of profligate spending, that 
the American church as an in- 
stitution Is going down hill finan- 
cially. Its future is becoming 
less and less secure. Millions of 
devout people will continue to 
make sacrifices to maintain their 
churches, but the fact that there 
is a limit beyond which they can- 
not go is clearly manifest. The 
shrinkage in church income is al- 
ready enormous. We are render- 
ing unto Caesar things which are 
not Caesar's. 

We talk much of social gains 
and social welfare, but what gain 
or welfare will offset the slow 
liquidation of the church? We 
talk also of . national defense. 
But was it not said of old that ex- 
cept the Lord build the house, 
they labor in vain who build it, 
and except the Lord the city keep, 
the watcher but waketh in vain? 

There are three answers to the 
dilemma of the church: One, giv- 
en by Stalin,— wipe them out; 
the second, given by Hitler, tax 
supported churches and the fur- 
ther enslavement to Caesar of the 
human spirit. The third is the 
hard old way of self denial, a 
"wise and frugal government", as 
Jefferson urged, living within our 
means, and a revival of free en- 
terprise by an united people. 
Otherwise the State becomes the 
receiver in bankruptcy of religion 
and charity, as in lands beyond 
the sea.

Comments And 
Resumes On War

quantities of tanks, motorized 
artillery and other mechanical 
arms, but, again, may think them 
of poor quality by comparison 
with the Nazis' tools of destruc- 
tion. Of all the nation, Russia 
and this country are the nearest 
to being self-sustaining, so far 
as resources are concerned. How- 
ever, Russian industry has been 
notoriously inefficient, and so 
she cannot make the most of 
what she possesses. 

Even so, she is a tremendous 
antagonist for any power. And it 
isn't known that during the last 
year Stalin has been working 
feverishly to overhaul his forces. 
The morale destroying political 
commissars who were stationed 
with army units and who had the 
power to overrule commanding 
officers, have been largely abo- 
lished. In truth, the Russian 
army has been reorganized much 
on the lines of capitalist armies. 

The pool' Soviet transportation 
system may delay full mobiliza- 
tion for a month or more. But 
as time wears on, and if Hit- 
ler is not able to defeat Russia 
in a hurry, the Oermans should 
find this campaign the most dif- 
ficult they have attempted. 

Mr. Churchill's finely-phrased 
speech of June 22 Was of excep- 
tional interest. No statesman 
has been more anti-communist — 
he has fought the Soviet idea fcr 
25 years. He said he wculd take 
nothing back that he has said 
before. But, he said, the one 
aim of British policy now is the 
complete destruction of Naziism. 
Therefore, he added, England re- 
gards Russia as an ally, and will 
give her all possible aid. 

That is likely to be the attitude 
of .our government, though it 
may not be expressed so frankly. 
Washington doesn't trust Mos- 
cow, and high officials have said 
lately that defense strikes were 
communist-inspired. Howe v e r, 
Mr. Roosevelt's policy, like Mr. 
Churchill's is the overthrow of 
Hitlerism. Ih that endeavor, 
any ally is welcomed, especially so 
powerful a one as Russia. 

If Hitler subdues Russia, he 
will have all he needs — the block- 
ade will no longer be important, 
and he will have taken a long 
step toward mastery cf Asia as 
well as Europe. If Hitler loses 
in Russia, he will be finished. The 

fate of much of the world may- 
be decided in the wheat fields of 
the Ukraine, and the oil lands of 
the Carpathians.

Ticks And 
Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever 

"Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
is a relatively new infectious dis- 
ease in Virginia insofar as Its 
cimcial recognteation is concern- 
ed. Though it may and perhaps 
did exist for some years prior, 
its presence was definitely esta- 
blished in this State in 1930 by 
physicians of the United States 
Public Health Service. The dis- 
ease is manifested by fever as- 
sociated with a characteristic 
rash and a number of rather sev- 
ere symptoms. The disease is 
caused by a bacterium-like or- 
ganism called a Rlckettisia and It 
transmitted to humans through 
the bite of an infected tick. The 
common wood tick or American 
dog tick Is the principal vector 
in this section," says Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"Though all Infectious diseases 
are In themselves of definite per- 
sonal and public concern, in com- 
parison with many of the other 
communicable diseases, Rockg^ 
Mountain spotted fever 
of less serious public health im- 
portance as a cause of illness and 
loss of life in Virginia than most 
of the other diseases of ah infect- 
ious nature. An average number 
of approximately fifty cases of 
this disease are reported to the 
Health Department each summer. 
About IS to 20 per cent of the 
cases have" a fatal termination. 

"Though the actual percentage 
of ticks in Virginia which are in- 
fected with the causative organ- 
ism is not known, the fact that 
no more than an average of fifty 
cases occur each year would in- 
dicate that only a very small 
number out of the many such 
insects known to be present are 
dangerous in this respect. How- 
ever, since there is no practical 
method or test to determine 
which individual tick is Infected, 
all such insects must be consider- 
ed potentially dangerous and cap- 
able of transmitting the disease. 

"Relatively simple but effective 
precautions will greatly reduce 
the risk from this disease in those 
who by reason of occupation or 
through pursuit of recreation are 
carried into the woods and fields. 
Their simplicity, however, de- 
mands diligent observance to be 
at all effective. 

' ' 1.. AVoid if possible woods and 
fields known to be heavily infest- 
ed with ticks. Areas with abund- 
weeds are likely to be heavily in- 
fested. Trails and old roads along 
ed. Trails and old roads along 
streams overgrown with brushy 
vegetation should be avoided un- 
less other precautions are to be 
carefully followed. . 

2. Wear boots or high-top shoes 
over the bottom of trousers or 
pull the socks over the trouser 
bottoms. Most ticks crawl up 
from the ground or low vegeta- 
tion and they may be readily de- 
tected if prevented from crawl- 
ing beneath the clothing. 

3. Establish the habit of look- 
ing for ticks on the clothes or 
body while in or after having 
been in the woods or fields. An 
occasional glance over the cloth- 
ing and the habit of passing the 
hand over the neck are good ones 
to acquire. light colored clothing 
aids in detecting the ticks before 
they reach the* neck or get into 
the clothes. 

4. If ticks are abundant, it is 
well to remove all clothtfg upon 
coming in from the field 
and to ' place them in a large 
metal container. A 25 pound 
lard can serves wen for this par- 
pose. Pour two teaspoonfuls of 
carbon tetrachloride on top of 
the clothes or in a saucer set on 
the clothing and close and seal 
the lid as tightly as possible. 
This may be done with the use of 
adhesive tape. Leave the clothes 
in the can for 8 hours to kill the 
ticks. If fumigation cannot be 
carried out examine the clothes 
carefully for ticks, paying espe- 
cial attention to seams and folds. 
Clothing worn to the field should 
not be laid on the bed, upholster- 
ed furniture, or other places where 
they may crawl off and go un- 
detected.

(Continued from Page Three) 
these studies, "cultch", consist- 
ing of shells of oysters, clams, 
mussels, cement egg crates, et 
cetera.

was a practice followed to clean 
oysters for sale. 

They said the floating industry 
involved nearly half a million dol- 
lars a year, including $200,000 
spent for purchase of oysters to 
be floated. 

The agreement to defer action 
of any kind provided that; until 
September 1942, no orders requir- 
ing the floats to be moved out or 
otherwise changing present op- 
erations, would be given by either 
State's health department.

The Fruits of State Socialism

There is but one way to judge 
any system of government and 
that is by what it produces for 
the great masses of those who 
live under it. 

Today there is a struggle go- 
ing on in the world between two 
diametrically opposed kinds of 
government. One kind is state 
socialism, which has spread over 
much of once-democratic Europe. 
The other is the system of pri 
vate enterprise, which is found, 
with one or two minor exceptions, 
only In the English speaking 
world. And here in our own 
country, where, private enterprise 
has come to fullest flower, there 
are those who would have us 
abandon it in favor of some form 
of state socialism, experiments 
in which are already under way. 

It's up to the American people 
to make their choice. And that 
choice must be based on a thor- 
ough knowledge of the fact of 

what the two kinds of govern- 
ment have been able to achieve. 
For that kind of comparison, 
Soviet Russia is the perfect ex- 
ample. State socialism has been 
^ractlcedjheje. longer than any, 
where else— for more than 20 
years. And the communists in our 
country are working 24 hours a 
day to "sell" their theories to us. 

A short time ago the New York 
Times closed its Moscow Bureau, 
which it had maintained for 18 
years, because censorship made It 
Impossible for any correspondents 
save Germans, to obtain accurate 
news. The Times representative 
O. E. R. Gedye, sent his payer a 
long dispatch on conditions in the 
"workers' paradise," on reaching 
Bulgaria on the way home. And 
here, according to this authority, 
are some of the fruits of long-es- 
tablished state socialism in. a po- 
tentially rich nation of 160,000,- 
000 people. 

A horde of purchasers descend- 
ed on Mr. Gedye, seeking to buy 
household effects when he left 
Moscow. The wife of an import- 
ant ambassador begged for old 
kitchen pots and pans. Another 
ambassador sent a special mes- 
enger on the chance that Mr. 
Gedye might have some dog bis- 
cuits to sell or give away. Peo- 
ple appeared at all hours to buy 



anything and everything. 
Ing worn-out wearing apparel. 

"Hopes qf a second-hand pair 
of boots," Mr. Gedye wrote, "the 
rumor that some store has a few 
oranges, • foreigner* who might 
be induced to sell wr old shirt or 
raincoat — these are the questions 
that agitate the average Soviet 
citizen." Even the government, 
he added, finally had to admit 
"serious deficiencies in almost eve- 
ry direction.'" 

The undeniable evidence from 
abroad should be sufficient to 
make the maintenance of our sys- 
tem of free, private enterprise the 
first thought of every citizen, re- 
gardless of his political affilia- 
tions.

Recently there occurred an 
event in Holland which would 
have been tremendous new* • 
quarter of a century ago. An old 
man died well past the Biblical 
maximum of three score and ten. 
Once he was the supreme war lord 
of sixty million people. Because 
his passing occurred after long 
years of exile when the descend- 
ants of the people he once led 
were engaged in another enter- 
prise of conquest. # 

The man who died was Wil- 
helm Hohenzollem, once em- 
peror of Germany, whose defeat 
in the field led to the loss of his 
throne. The occasion may call 
for some comparison between 
what he tried to do and what 
his successor, Adolf Hitler, is 
trying to do. There is no parallel 
in personalities. Wilhelm 
born to the purple, Hitler 
from obscurity after a youth of 
poverty. The Kaiser assumed 
large powers because of his birth. 
Hitler took them because he could 
arouse the mob spirit and because 
the Germans wanted to get back 
to their place in the s un from 
which they were taken in the 
First World War. 

Both men imagined themselves 
to be military strategists. The 
Kaiser was not a military genius. 
Hitler may be, although only his- 
tory can say how much of the 
German conquest was engineer- 
ed by his brain. At that point, 
the parallel ends. The Kaiser's 
Germany enjoyed a relatively 
large amount of personal freedom. 
There were no concentration 
camps and it was possible to talk 
to one's friends without whisper- 
ing. A number of writers have 
said that in comparison with Hit- 
ler, Wilhelm was a gentleman. 
That seems to be largely true. 

Wilhelm's military machine was 
the best that had been seen in the 
world up to that time. But it 
was bogged in trench warfare and 
stalemated until American help 
could turn the tide. Hitler's ma- 
chine has been put on wheels and 
lifted Into the air. In a world 
where democracy still clung to 
ideas that were food In 1917, 



Hitler has achieved some startl- 
ing conquests. In the matter of 
suppressing the human spirit. 
Hitler has gone far ahead of the 
Kaiser's Germany had a plan of 
complete world domination. There 
Is no doubt about Hitler's intent. 
If America thought Wilhelm was 
a menace to democracy, it can 
think doubly so of Hitler. The 
Atlantic ocean is smaller than it 
was in Wilhelm's time and the 
German war machine is much 
more effective and ruthless. 

m marking the passing of a 
former enemy,'' the people of the 
United States can take time to 



realise that Ttfieir new egemy-^ conqueror is something else again 
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Russia. Japan signed a treaty 
with Germany and Italy pledging 
herself to come to the aid either 
or both of those nations if they 
were attacked by another power. 
Japan can claim that Germany 
was not the attacked but the at- 
tacker. She is too far away for 
Germany to make any effective 
protest for some time to come, 
perhaps not in this century nor 
this age. But Hitler's cue is plain: 
the time has come for Japan to 
act, now that she can act without 
fear of Russian interference. 
Whether Japan will obey the 
promptings of the Occidental 



today defies comparison with the 
dead exile at Doom. He is In- 
finitely more dangerous for he 
leads a world revolution rather 
than an armed crusade for im- 
perialism.

Unless these extremely power- 
ful factors in Japanese life can 
be erduced to impotence, the odds 
are against trouble from Nippon.

Although recently 
the other signatory to a non-ag- 
gression pact with Russia, Japan 
knows how easily these pacts can 
be side-stepped. But with Russia 
fighting for its national existence 
against Hitler's war machine, Ja- 
pan has nothing to fear from the 
Bear. It is true that with pres- 
sure temporarily removed, from 
England and the Atlantic? the 
United States Is able to keep the 
bulk of its fleet in the Pacific, 
but our fleet Is smaller now than 
it is likely to be again for many 
years. If Japan really wishes to 
strike at the Dutch East Indies 
or at the Philippines, this ap- 
pears to be its chance of a cent- 
ury.

Because of their peculiar politi- 
cal, geographical and economic 
situation, the Netherlands Indies 
have been much in the news of 
late, but the average citizen pro- 
bably has rather vague ideas 
about them. For the benefit of 
any who may be interested, a few 
facts may be stated. 

These Islands, with an area of 
735,268 square miles, stretching 
along both sides of the equator 
between the Philippines and 
Australia, cover a distance from 
east to west as great as that from 
Maine to California, and have a 
population of nearly 70 million. 

Because of their vast resource s 
oil, rubber, tin, quinine and 
other raw materials, they con- 
stitute perhaps the richest natural 
area of Its size In the world. That 
is why Japan looks upon these 
islands with covetous eyes. 

As both the United States and 
Britain depend on the Nether- 
lands Indies for large quantities 
of these strategic materials, they 
are determined that Japan shall 
have no more than a reasonable 
share. These conflicting inter- 
ests are largely responsible for 
the threatened war to the Pacific. 

Since the fall of their mother 
country the islands have made 
hurried preparations for defense. 
They now have an army of more 
than 150,000, with some 2,000 war- 
planes, of which about 700 are

Tales of heroism overseas re- 
call the valor shown by our own 
fighting forces in the first World 
War, the luster of whose deeds 
remains undunmed even though 
the present war is adding many 
names to the honor roll of those 
who have won awards for bravery. 

Not all of the decorations won 
in the stirring days of 1918 were 
for heroism in battle. Some were 
earned circumstances far less 
spectacular though equally fraught 
with danger in some less active 
sector. Such was the award won 
by 1st Sgt. John K. McGraw of 
the U. S. Marines. 

Mac, as he was known to his 
buddies, was the first sergeant 
of an aviation squadron in Flan- 
ders when a Marine Corps 
plane got out of control and crash- 
ed into a pile of live bombs. 

In an instant he was at scene 
of the crash and making every 
effort to rescue the aviator, pin- 
ned beneath the burning plane. 
Tongues of flames seared the 
crates in which the bombs had 
been placed, while bursting drums 
of machine gun bullets from the 
burning plane added to the danger. 

One glance assured McGraw 
that the pilot, whose chest had 
been crushed, was beyond help. 
He* worked frantically to drag 
the burning bomb crates off the 
pile while others rolled them in 
the mud until the fire was ex- 
tinguished. An explosion would 
have destroyed the airdrome and 
cost many fives.

Resumes on War 



This government is making no 
bones about the fact that It has 
little faith In Soviet Russia, and 
holds extreme distaste for the 
Communist ideology. The British 
government has taken much the 
same position. However, both of 
the Democratic powers have wel- 
comed Russia as an ally. They 
are working on the basis that 
when house Is in danger of burn- 
ing down, you must accept neigh- 
bor's aid, whether you happen to 
like him or not. Big Job now is 
to lick Hitler, and all other con- 
siderations and problems must be 
held In abeyance until that is done 
In the view of Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Churchill. 

The President's official pro- 
clamation placing Russia under 
the lease-lend act Is primarily a 
gesture. We have little to spare, 
In the light of our needs plus 
England's and even if we .had 
much to spare the shipping pro- 
blem would prevent delivery of, 
goods in appreciable quantities! 
And Russia, of course, has a far 
larger, far better equipped mili- 
tary machine than ours. 

Hope of many is that Russia 
and Germany may wear each 
other out — that the doctrines of 
both Communism and Naziism 
may perish on the Russians step- 
pes. In the view of military au- 
thorities, there is small chance 
of that happening. Most of them 
think that the German army is 
too efficient and too well organ- 
Ized for the Russians even though 
the Red army is probably larger 



in man power, and may, be larger 
in tanks, field pieces and other 
equipment. At the same time, 
fthey think that Russia, even she 
eventually loses, may Inflict stag- 
gering casualties on the Germans. 
Reports of the early days of the 
fighting indicate that is happen- 
ing. ,,,■_■ 

The German-Russian war Is 
giving England a chance to 
tremendously Increase her aerial 
raids on the Continent, while Ger- 
many is preoccupied on the long 
Eastern front. British planes, 
say London sources, are going 
over in waves of 250 and 400. 
They are big , multi-erigined 
planes, and they are laden with a 
new type of bomb which Is sup- 
posed to be extra-ordinarily po- 
tent. Great damage is being done 
to German industrial and mili- 
tary areas. 

In the meantime, it is interest- 
ing to speculate on what the his- 
torians will say about this war, 
Never in the history of conflict 
has there been such a shift of 
loyalties. A few weeks ago Rus- 
sia was regarded by most as an 
enemy and a German ally— and 
it looks as if she will sink or swim 
with the Democracies. Finland 
used to be much admired in this 
country — now she is to all pur- 
poses a German ally. So is 
France, which was an .American 
frierid for- almost two centuries.

Extension Service and con- 
stituent agencies of the Farm Cre- 
dit Administration. 

The state board will be com- 
posed of a principal field officer 
of the Bureau of Agricultural Bco- 
nomic, Surplus Marketing Admin- 
istration, Agricultural Marketing 
Service, and the state director of 
Extension, in addition to the 
] agencies from which membership 
ofjjounty boards is drawn.

In addition, he suggested that 
switchboards he manned by sol- 
diers specially trained at the 
camps "and the whole thing would 
be under military regulation to 
prevent any chiseling." 

Beamish said his recommenda- 
tions were prompted by com- 
plaints from soldiers at Indian- 
town Gap, Pa., that the cost of 
telephone calls in Pennsylvania 
were too high.

Candidate Darden On Franchise Privileges 



The News concurs absolutely with the 
Honorable Colgate W. Darden, Jr., Candid- 
ate for Governor of Virginia, subject to the 
Democratic primary when he states that 
he would advocate if nominated and elected 
some revision in the provision of the law in 
casting ballots by mail. It is recognized 
that the present system has been abused be- 
yond unpardonable reason in the manipula- 
tions of elections. It has bee* a well estab- 
lished fact that many ballots have been cast 
by non-residents as well as ballots cast 
through the mail voting system through a 
certain controlled vote element. The aboli- 
tion of the mail ballot would work a hard- 
ship on a few but the evil of its abuse would 
far outweigh the hardship imposed on the 
legitimate few that would be deprived of 
their franchise privileges and as a whole 
lead to purer elections. 

We are likewise inclined to agree with Mr. 
Darden on his position on the poll tax. This 
question is somewhat mote and open to dis- 
cussion. The pole tax requirements as a 
prerequisite to casting a ballot has served 
it purpose and been most beneficial in the 
Southern states as it has in a large degree 
eliminated the vast Negro vote which 
could easily be swayed as much as in addition 
to the great number of illiterates. It would be 
far easier to manipulate this unrestricted 
vote than under the present process of, lump 
payment of the captation tax by candidates 
or political machines. It is our thought that 
the captation tax should be retained not a 
revenue producing tax but as a semi-restric- 
tion on the manipulation of elections. How-, 
ever, we believe that more rigid legislation 
should be passed in the restriction of lump 
payments of the captation tax and a stricter 
check should be kept to prevent the same 
with heavy penalties for the violation there- 
of. 



When this war is over there seems to be 
a common assumption among many so-call- 
ed "thinking" people, that the remaining 
democracies will have to live in the future 
under a taint of Socialism. In other words, 
the idea is prevalent that we cannot survive 
the ordeal without absorbing some of the 
poison that has given civilization %uch a 
bellyache. Here in. our own country, many 
public officials and thousands of private 
citizens cry in alarm against "appeasement." 
They say you cannot appease the monster 
that is sweeping Europe. They say, and 
rightly so, that there can be no compromise 
with a philosophy whose ultimate aim is 
enslavement of the common man. But, 
strangely, these self-same people accept 
calmly the idea of adulterated democracy. 
They propose, after the war, mind you, to at- 
tempt a compromise with the very thing 
*that they now claim cannot be compromised 
with, cannot be appeased — authoritarian 
government. A Hitler is simply the result 
when authoritarian government reaches ma- 
turity. 

Right now in this country we are condotv 
ing a compromise with the forces that des- 
troy freedom for the individual. We are al- 
lowing our basic industries, the key to the 
whole free enterprise system, to be edged

BOOKS TO O WN 

BATTLE FOR i TMe WORLD Is 
the best book of Its kind that this 
reviewer has come across. Max 
Werner is a reputable military 
authority; and here he writes a 
military history of the Second 
World War so far which is mark- 
ed by impressive documentation 
and thorough research, allied with 
a broad world-outlook appropri- 
ate to t he extent of the subject 
under consideration. In it he al- 
so discusses the military poten- 
tialities of all the great warring 
powers; considers strategic ques- 
tions; outlines the shape and 
importance of the doctrinal issues; 
and takes a quick glance into the 
war's future. 

Werner Is equipped with a bal- 
anced judgement, a mass of facts, 
and a definitely anti-Nazi point of 
view. Yet, notwithstanding his 
likes and dislikes (his favorable 
attitude toward Russia is appar- 
ent) he remains essentially im- 
partial. Thrilling indeed is his 
analysis of the great decisive bat- 
tles already fought in this war— 
and the more so because of the 
background of telling facts, mar- 
shalled by the author's keen criti- 
cal intelligence so that the en- 
tire conflict of men- and philoso- 
phies becomes explicable. Espe- 
cially memorable is the analysis 
of the reasons behind the collapse 
of Prance. 

Russia and the United States 
hold the key to the future, he 
says. Of course, this volume was 
written before the recent Russo- 
German war developed: but its 
comments on the relations bet- 
ween those two powers are inter- 
esting. "A break between Moscow 
and Berlin is probable.

The president of a leading university has 
just announced the formation of a "citizens' 
committee," nation-wide in representation, 
to work for the reduction of non-essential 
spending by the FederalTstate, and local gov- 
ernments in the non-defense field. Accord- 
ing to reports, it will represent all elemnts 
in American life — consumers, business,, 
agricultuer, labor, women's groups, church 
organizations. A number of distinguished 
citizens, including economists and tax ex- 
perts, have already joined the new organ- 
ization. 

At a time when Congress, in spite of the 
urging of Secretary Morgenthau to save a 
billion dollars in non-defense spending, has 
hiked appropriations in that category still 
higher for the coming fiscal year, the form- 
ing of a national citizens' group is good 
news. In fact, it might almost be said that 
something of the sort is necessary news. 
For only a greatly increased public aware- 
ness of the meaning of wastefiri* spending 
to the individual can bring about a more 
realistic attitude op the part of the people's 

epresentatives in Washington. 
It is too early yet to determine whether 

he new committee can achieve these aims. 

!ut its creation is important because it af- 

ords the proof that there are citizens in 

.his country who realize that the spending 

situation is serious, and that the time for 

action is now. 



LOOTING PUBLIC TREASURIES 



What has happened to the pledges, made 
by many high officials sometime ago, to 
the effect that all non-defense government 
spending would be rigidly curtailed? 

The unhappy truth is that these pledges 
seem to have been entirely forgotten.

If we try to appease 
Sthe forces of Socialism by allowing govern- 
ment to gradually absorb the utilities, the 
banks, the railroads, mining and oil, under 
the guise of creating a better post war soci- 
ety, we are heading for trouble.

All remaining 
enterprise will be forced to its knees in an 
effort to "get along" in a corrupt bureau- 
cracy. Labor will find itself caught in a 
titanic struggle between two systems — the 
free enterprise system versus an authori- 
tarian Socialistic systm of the same brand 
that has engulfed Europe. 

We have seen that in Europe power gras- 
pers cannot be appeased. We have not yet 
found it out at home. . : . ■ ' 



ICELAND IS A HOT SPOT 



Congress was shocked when President 
Roosevelt told the Senate and House about 
occupying Iceland — without asking permis- 
sion. Congress didn't see just what could 
be done about the matter, so individually 
the members agreed that it was all right. 
/Then the President told his press confer- 
ence, and th press told the World that Wes- 
tern Hemisphere borders were out of the 
picture and that other islands and territor- 
ies would be seized by our Navy and Army 
•when necessary. Nobody ' can stop this 
Presidential defiance of Germany except 
Congress. 

Congress seems satisfied to have been 
relieved of its responsibilities and right now 
is patting the President on the back, tell- 
ing him to "go after 'em" — meaning the 
Germans. 

The sinking of the Robin Moor by a Ger- 
man submarine remains an important of- 
fense against our country. The National 
Administration and the American Navy is 
prepared to shoot first if Germany inter- 
feres with American ships, or the delivery 
of American aid to England. What will be 
next? Is not known to the public, but the 
President and Congress has settled down to 
the job of helping to criish Hitler. 

At present the disposition is to refuse 
consent to General Marshall's request to 
send American troops overseas. But the 
United States is "in", and our Government 
is definitely in to the finish.

That is 
why diplomacy and political pro- 
paganda must be made a major 
weapon of the democracies. Ev. 
ery occupied country of Europe 
which was essentially neutral in 
1938-39 is now in a ferment of 
suppressed hatred for the Nazis. 
On all sides— from without and 
within— Germany is vulnerable 
to directed political offensives, 

The number of interesting facts 
in this book would alone make it 
worthwhile.

Or that the Axis ship 
building program, if carried out 
as planned, will more than keep 
abreast of our own for the next 
few years?

COSTS OAINING— In the ris- 
ing spiral of wages and living 
costs, wages are still ahead. But 
in April, for the first time in five 
months, the "real wage" of fac- 
tory workers declined. That does 
not mean their actual wages went 
down — for they really kept on go- 
ing—but that living costs went up 
nt a fas ter r ate, fn the iO months 
from the start of 1940 through 
April of this year the average 
hourly pay of workers in 25 re- 
presentative industries has gone 
up by 8 per cent, their average 
weekly pay by 13 per cent— while 
cost of living has advanced 2.4. 
All but three-tenths of one per 
cent of this rise in living costs has 
occurred since last November. 
Labor's awareness of the relation- 
ship between wage Increases and 
eventual increases in living costs 
is seen in the current monthly 
survey of tha A. F. of L. It says 
that while the cost of wage in- 
creases is frequently offset by 
higher production savings in waste 
and reduced overhead, "in some 
cases wage increases are raising 
production costs .... Labor must 
help to prevent price increases by 
getting the facts (when negotiat- 
ing). In April more than 800,- 
000 factory workers received wage 
increases averaging nearly 10 per 
cent."

Watching the little things that 
affect tire mileage has always 
been a good pqlicy of personal eco- 
nomy, but now it becomes a pat- 
riotic obligation for motorists, In 
view of the serious need for con- 
serving our rubber supply. Actu- 
ally thousands of tons of rubber 
that are now being literally 
thrown out into the street" can 
be saved merely by exercise of 
greater care by motorists— with- 
out cutting down on total miles 
traveled— according to John L. 
Collyer, persident of the B. F. 
Goodrich company. "Every time 
a motorist fails to inflate his tires 
properly, takes curves too fast, 
drives at sustained high speeds, 
spins his tires in quick starts or 
skids themito sudden stops, he is 
wearing out tires before their 
time," he said, adding that studies 
show that treads wear out twice 
as rapidly at 70 m. p. h. as at 45. 
Others among Mr. Collyer's 12 
rules for tire health: shift tires 
from wheel to wheel every 5,000 
miles to insure even wear; have 
wheel alignment checked regular- 
ly; don't bump into curbs; if your 
car begins to steer "queerly" slow 
down, pull of the road and -in- 
spect tires carefully, and you may 
prevent a costly total tire failure, 
to say nothing of a bad accident.

Inexcusable Blundering

The time has come when fur- 
ther alibis for tremendous lags in 
aircraft production cannot be ac- 
cepted. The announcement just 
made from Washington that this 
most vital of all defenses sched- 
ules will be "in the doldrums" for 
the remainder, „q|, .the summer, 
primarily because of "shortages 
of essential materials," is no ex- 
cuse at all. If there are short-' 
ages of aluminum and magnesi- 
um, whose fault is that. v 

The time has also come for an 
end to ridiculous statements from 
supposedly responsible persons 
concerning the output of our air- 
craft factories. We have in mind 
the frequently over-optlmisMc 
predictions of Mr. Knudsen of 
the OFM, as well as the absurd 
declaration of Colonel John H. 
Jouett, president of the Aeronau- 
tical Chamber of Commerce, on 
April 30, that "combined British 
and American aircraft production 
already exceeded that of the Axis 
powers. * 

The shortages of materials 
which have made the forecasts 
and estimates of Mr. Knudsen 
and Colonel Jouett much too high, 
should have been foreseen long 
ago, and provided for, as was 
pointed out yesterday by the 
House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. What are the defense of- 
ficials supposed to do in Wash- 
ington, if not to anticipate such 
contingencies? For example, we 
had the forecast of Mr. Knudsen 
last October that plane produc 
tion would reach 1,500 per month 
by July 1. It was down to 1,334 
for May, as against 1,389 for 
April, and it is now officially de- 
scribed as "in the doldrums" for 
the rest of the summer. 

There is no reference to strikes 
among the contributing causes of 
this poor showing. In addition 
to the necessary correction of 
weaknesses in new model, before 
mass production can begin.the 
only cause mentioned in the As- 
sociated Press "in the doldrums" 
dispatch from Washington on Sa- 
turday is the shortage of "alumi- 
num, magnesium and, to some 
extent, machine tools." The re- 
cent strike at Inglewood, which 



eight new aluminum plants, which, 
will raise the national output 
from 800,000 to 1,400,000 pounds 
per year. Will somebody 
please explain why this re- 
commendation wasn't made un- 
til the Senate committee disclos- 
ed that our aluminum supply is 
lamentably low, and until air- 
craft production fell off at the 
very time when it ought to be 
rocketing to a new high? It may 
be, as OPM says, that there is 
still time to build these aluminum, 
plants and supply the needs of 
1942, but this Is the sort of thing 
which would have been planned a 
year ago, to the end that alumi- 
num production might, be well in 
excess of demand today.

By rounding up twenty-nine 
suspects— a number of whom have- 
already pleaded guilty — in what 
is described as the greatest spy 
haul since passage of the Espion- 
age Act in 1917, the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation has perform- 
ed a businesslike piece of detec- 
tive work. 

It is significant that J. Edgar 
Hoover, chief of the FBI. says that 
many of those arrested have been 
under surveillance for two years 
and that the roundup resulted 
from "most extensive counter- 
espionage" in which the govern- 
ment had the fun cooperation of 
the defense industries in which 
most of the susupects were em- 
ployed. Thus it was possible to 
wait for identification of the 
"higher-ups" before springing the 
spy trap. The whole job was 
done without theatricals, but there 
is plenty of drama in the situa- 
tion. 

Of the twenty-nine arrested, 
twenty-two are German-born. The 
dean of the alleged ring is a 
South African described as a spy 
of forty years' experience. Three 
are women — one a native Amer- 
ican artist and playwright, an- 
other a Viennese artist's model. 
This has a bit of the traditional 
spy mystery flavor. 

Lees romantic but of more se- 
rious import is the fact that one 
American-bom man arrested is 
an engineer for the Sperry Gpro- 
scope Comapny. It may be recall- , 
ed that the Sperry bombsight was 
so carefully guarded a "secret** 
that there were loud protests a- 
,gainst the suggestion that it be 
made available to the RAF re- 
turn for disclosure of all their 
aviation secrets. 

In view of the efficiency of 
German industrial espionage and 
sabotage in the last war, there is 
nothing surprising in FBI revela- 
tions that American defense in- 
dustry has been fairly thoroughly 
honeycombed with German spies. 
It is gratifying to learn that the 
FBI is coping effectively with the 
menace. 

The one regrettable feature is 
that no governmental agency has 
bestirred itself to weed out the 
saboteurs responsible for the wave 
of industrial strikes. Whether 
these men are in the pay of for- 
eign governments or are merely 
seizing the opportunity created 
by unprecedented spending of 
government funds to line' their

William Knudsen, director of the Office of Production Manage- 
ment, tells American industry not to wait for new machine tools 
but to use second-hand tool available "which will do the Job." and 
to get busy and let subcontracts because "no one knows your job, 
your facilities, and the other companies in your area so well as you 
do" He tells those who are "waiting" to quit waiting. "Let's get 
going and keep going; let's forget everything except the welfare of 
our country," say Knudsen— who sounds more convincing every 

time he speaks. 

OPM has headquarters in 36 Federal districts, all working to 
speed up production, but Chief Knudsen tells the world not to wait 
for the Government to hunt them up. It is clear, adds Knudsen. 
that "American industry has many, many times, done the impos- 
sible. The American people expect us to do it now." And he is right. 

It is interesting to note that*Mr. Knudsen's successor at Gen- 
eral MotoTS, C. E. Wilson, only a few days ago stressed the same 
idea suggesting that defense production would be speeded by find- 
ing ways and means to work machinery hours per week. Mr. 
Wilson' said that the bottleneck in this whole defense material 
production is to get machinery for the new projects. He said 
that there are actually 168 hours a week, and that if you only oper- 
ate the machinery two forty-hour shifts per Week, you are only op- 
erating that machinery less than half of the time.

'"WOOL IN THE WAR 

It has been estimated that consumption of wool in the United 
States during 1941 may total 900-million pounds for both civilian 
and military needs. Average annual domestic production of wool 
Is about 450-miUion pounds. Despite this fact, however, latest avail- 
able reports indicate that wool available from Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, Argentina and Uruguay, will be more than ade- 
quate to make up the difference. Although North America has 
never produced enough wool to meet her total domestic requirements, 
and has consistently imported, in the past, from the Australiasian 
countries and South America, the present national defense effort 
has made the question of the International wool supply one of ex- 
treme importance to this country— particularly to the armed serv- 

iCGS 

It is interesting to note in this respect that wool— perhaps the 
oldest known natural clothing protection since the dawn of civiliza- 
tion—has persisted through the ages as an essential necessity of 
mankind in both war and peace. Much of the credit is due to 
the sheep, but it is also true that wool growers throughout the world 
during the past quarter of a century have spent much of their col- 
lective time and ingenuity in devising methods to improve the qual- 
ity of wool produced through research on the problems of breeding 
Ch 15? , lirland feeding of sheep and the treatment of the wool after shearing. 

The fact that both British and American military authorities 
have repeatedly emphasized the value of wool to maintain the health 
of officers and men constitutes a convincing testimonial, both to 
the age-old superiority of wool itself and to the success of wool 
gowers to maintaining and heightening this superiority. Particul- 
arly active during the past four years in research into the development 
of wool have been the growers' organizations of Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Africa. Under the direction of the International 
Wool Secretariat, extensive research has been conducted which has 
done much to improve the qualities of wool. 

As a further testimonial to the usefulness of wool in war as 
a' means of preventing illness among the civilian and military popu- 
lation, the British War Relief Society. Bundles for Britain and the 
Canadian Maple Leaf Fund, war relief organizations in the United 
States, have reported that shipments of wool to England— consisting 
of yarn, knitted goods and blankets and clothing— are among their 
most omportant relief activities. Since the start of the war, the 
British War Relief Society has shipped approximately 36,000 cases 
of wool clothing and 550.000 pounds of wool for knitting. Bundles 
for Britain has shipped a total of 1,500,000 garments and blankets 
consisting chiefly of wool. The Canadian Maple Leaf Fund esti- 
mates it will ship a minimum of 50,000 blankets this year. 



EMERGENCY EXPOSES BAD LAWS 

Any law which does not stand the stress of an emergency situ- 
ation is a "poor law. Laws are supposedly written to protect the pub- 
lic interest. When they fail to function when protection is needed 
most important relief activitie. Since the start of the war, the 
laws which fall down badly in times of unusual stress are laws which 
are contrary to the conceptions of the founders of this country. 
These laws hamper the free movement of commodities and the free 
development of enterprise and certainly do not coincide with the 
yiews of our forefathers, says Harvey C. Fruehauf, president of the 
great Trailer company that carries his name.

Interesting Fish Physiology 
The swimbladder of a fish is 
one of its most interesting organs, 
and perhaps performs a greater 
variety of functions than any 
other. It serves as an organ of 
respiration in some fishes which 
draw upon the supply of oxygen 
content without being asphyxiated. 
Furthermore, if there is an excess 
of carbon dioxide, the swimblad- 
der causes the fish automatically 
to rise to higher levels of lower 
carbon dioxide content— thus serv- 
ing as a sort of safety valve. In 
some species of fishes the swim- 
bladder also appears to serve as 
an additional hearing aid. 

By rapid contraction of a muscle 
in close contact with the air blad- 
der which acts as a resonator, 
some fishes are capable of pro- 
ducing a drumming sound, and 
from this faculty ha arisen the 
name of drumf ishes as applied to 
certain members of the family 
Sciaenidae. Both sexes of the 
croaker, or hardhead, are capable 
of producing this sound. In the 
Black and red drums, the pot or 
Lafayette, and the squeteagues 
or sea trouts, the drumming 
muscle and air bladder are absent 
to both the male and female.

A BETTER FARM LIFE 

More than 70,000 farm men and 
women throughout the land have 
iedicated themselves to the com- 
pletion of a huge task. It is the 
job of working out agricultural 
plans and policies 
that •will coordi- 
nate existing ag- 
ricultural pro- 
jects, develop 
new program*, 
and adequately 
take care of the 
immediate needs 
of agriculture as 
well as the long- 
range activities 
required to attain 
a healthy farm 
economy 

Federal, state and county agen- 
cies have joined with farmers to 
create land planning committees, j 
Much credit is due those respon- 
sible for organization in that they 
began their efforts on a 'local" 
basis.* Instead of taking wide 
areas, and attempting to draw 
general conclusions, committees 
have been based on a county plan. 
Each committee attacks its local 
problem. In their own small areas 
committee members can easily 
gather to do intensive work. Be- 
cause the area of their study is 
only one county, it is easy to 
secure information, and convenient 
to check for accuracy. 

The communities within the im- 
mediate area hold their meetings 
and report to the county commit- 
tees who, in turn, coordinate the 
TTrtbrmation. By beginning with 
the- local community, and working 
/(Iff through the county and state 
to the national picture of agricul- 
ture, it is possible to prevent vague 
generalizations which are so ofter 
made by so-called farm leaders 
but which have no practical valui 
toward solving farm problems. ,- 
Like every other effort, the sue 
cess' of the "Land Use Plannini 
Programs" will depend entirelj 
upon how many practical farmee 
and business men in rural com- 
munities take an active part. Th> 
weakness of movements of tM 
■set is that they sometimes neve 

get beyond theoretical limits. So- 
called "experts" sometimes get an 
idea; then proceed to publish pam- 
phlets about it, and immediately 
consider the endeavor a success- 
ful one. Let us sincerely hope that 
5uch will not be true of the pres- 
ent plan; that worthwhile result- 
will stem from the program. They 
, can if all of us do something con- 
structive and actual. 

The Land Use Planning Pro- 
gram has every indication of be- 
ing a practical one that ha* 
emerged from a theoretical idea 
into a workable plan. Active com- 
mittees, having a record of accom- 
plishment, are to be found in 
thirty-eight states. Typical topic? 
of analysis include soils, crop pro- 
duction, ownership and tenancy 
taxation, water utilization, etc. 

There is a very interesting side- 
light to this entire movement 
which gives tt untold value to 
rural America. That is the fad 
that the conflicting responsibilitie< 
and duplications of effort in Fed- 
eral and state departments of ag- 
riculture are being brought forci- 
bly to the attention of every per- 
son active in this work. And 
should the result of this move- 
ment be nothing more than the 
reorganization of certain public 
agencies dealing with agriculture, 
so that each can serve a limited 
function and do it well, the effort 
will have been well spent. 

The need of reorganization ex- 
ists because legislative action 
Which created the many overlap- 
ping operations, was poorly co- 
ordinated and without real con- 
ception of the needs of Amevicar 
agriculture. Therefore, if peopk 
in rural communities become in- 
terested in the Land Use Planning 
Program, and through it becomt 
more familiar with agriculture 
problems, action will result. Local 
as well as national pressure will 
automaticlly be put on Congress j 
through its constituents, to review 
the entire problem of farm legis- 
lation and thereby produce a se- 
ries of new laws eliminating the 
shortcomings of old laws indis- 
criminately passed over the years 
A second possible result of thu 
important work will be the expo- 
sition of the pressure groups ol 
American farming. Agriculture if 
just as full of pressure groups a« 
any other branch of economic life 
1 There is only one way to insur* 
I efficient governmental policies anc 
that is through the very demo- 
cratic process of joining with youi 
'neighbor irt a common effort for i 
'cipnmon benefit. The Land Us< 
'Planning Program makes this pos- 
sible. The effort you and youi 
neighbor put behind it will deter- 
mine the res ults it can a ccomplish

the field as thee efforts relate 
to national defense Is urgently 
essential. 

The Secretary has authorized 
state boards to confer with, ad- 
vise, and arrange cooperation with 
other defense agencies having 
state or local offices, and to ar- 
range for maximum cooperation 
of ah USDA field personnel in 
defense undertakings. Ot h e r 
specific function will be assigned 
from time to time. Specific de- 
fense assignment will be given 
individual USDA agencies, but in- 
formation about these assign- 
ments will be given the state 
board and the board will be res- 
ponsible for seeing that all USDA 
personnel is fuHy informed and 
enabled to cooperate. The state 
and county boards are expected 
to report to the Secretary field 
problems and developments that 
affect the progress of defense ef- 
forts. 

Creation of the board does not 
alter the normal functioning of 
the agencies involved in carrying 
out their non-defense reponsibili- 
ties. All agencie and employee's 
are asked to incorporate with 
their regular work the emergency 
responsibilities of defense. The

Since economy is one of the 
chief goals in both new building 
and modernization, these suggest-' 
tions are offered to home owners 
contemplating new homes or mo- 
dernizing their old ones: 

Economy in plumbing intalla- 
tions is obtained by locating plum- 
bing fixtures to avoid an exces- 
sive amount of piping. 

This objective can be obtained 
by planning the kitchen and bath- 
room back to back when both 
rooms are on the same, floor. If 
the house contains a utility room 
which includes laundry tray, this 
room should be located adjacent 
to the kitchen and the bathroom. 

Location of the hot-water stor- 
age tank and heater close to fix- 
tures requiring hot water will re- 
sult In economy of piping, quantity 
of water used, loss frcm pip- 
ing, and fuel required to heat the 
water. 

In two-story houses, basement 
laundry, kitchen, and bathroom 
should be placed approximately 
over each other. 

By concentration of plumbing 
lines the intallation can be made 
with a minimum amount of labor 
and materials. 

Plumbing fixtures for economy 
should be selected on the basis of 
utility as to size, quality, and de- 
sign. 
Construction Economies 

Many economies are possible in 
construction. Costs of building 
depend primarily upon the shape 
of thq structure, use of stock ma- 
terials, and simplicity' with which 
the structural shell is framed. 

The shape of the house is impor- 
tant, due to the amount of out- 
side wall and roof area required 
to close a given amount of space. 

The square is said to be the 
most economical shape, since it 
providea the maximum amount of 
floor area with the least amount 
of wall area. Corner construc- 
tion cost more than straight-wall 
construction, with the result that 
square and rectangular-shaped 
plans are less costly than L. U. or 
Z shapesT' 
Standardisation 

Standardization of the parts of 
a house offer economies in con- 
struction without loss in flexibility 
of planning. Based upon a com- 
mon unit of measurement parts 
can be made interchangeable.

We have Just plastered a 
room in our house and have been 
told that the plaster should be 
treated before painting. Why 
should this be done, and what pre- 
paration should be used? 

A. New plaster which is to re- 
ceive an oil-base type of paint is 
treated for the purpose of neutral- 
izing any free lime which might 
be present in the plaster. A solu- 
tion of two pounds of zinc sulfate 
to a gallon of water is recommend- 
ed for this purpose. However, if 
you plan to use a casein paint or 
one of the new emulsified resin 
paints no preliminary coating will 
be necessary. 

Q. How can flooring or floor 
coverings be used to change the 
apparent shape or size of a room? 

A. The use of wide-plank floor- 
ing, creating strong parallels the 
length of the room, will make the 
room appear longer. Running the 
parallels the width of the room 
will make it seem wider. General 
custom, however, is to run floor 
boards the length of the room. 
Small tiles used for floors create 
the impression that the room is 
larger than when a large tile size 
is used. Color of the floor will, 
also affect the size appearance of 
the room. If walls and floor are 
harmonious and of about the 
same color value, the room will 
seem larger. »

A little more than a year ago— 
April 29, 1940 to be exact— a new 
radio program hit the airways, 
having as its principal performers 
James Melton, tenor, Francia 
White, soprano, a mixed chorus of 
14 voices and a 67-piece symphonic 
orchestra under the direction of 
Donald Voorhees. The program 
was known as the "Telephone 
Hour." Today that same show fea- 
turing the same cast of 77 is 
"going on two years" and becoming 
increasingly popular with millions 
of radio listeners. 

At the present time, due to the 
adoption of daylight saving time in 
New York, Where the program 
originates, the "Telephone Hour" is 
heard at 7 p. m., Monday evenings 
instead of the usual 8 p. m. 

Melton, White and Voorhees, the 
program's principal performers, 
have become well acquainted with 
America's radio audience. There 
are other members of the cast, how- 
ever, who deserve an introduction. 
For example, there is Yacob Zayde, 
concert master of the 67-piece Bell 
symphonic orchestra. Yacob, who 
gave his first recital when he was 
four and one-half years old, has 



appeared in practically every 
European capital. 

Chester Hazlett, the first clari- 
net, played in the San* Francisco 
opera with Paul Whiteman before 
Whiteman became famous. 

Lucien Schmitt, cello, had hit 
first job at the age of 13 playing 
with the St Louis symphony. He 
has taught himself to play the 
saxophone and he says if you heard 
him you wouldn't doubt it. 

These and many other members 
of the orchestra have played with 
Director Don Voorhees for a num- 
ber of years. Voorhees, who is 38, 
has been a top-flight radio conduc- 
tor for more than 10 years. 

The Christie chorus heard oa the 
program was formed by Kenneth 
Christie especially for the "Tele- 
phone Hour." A number of the 
singers appear as church soloists 
in New York and some are working 
hard to get into the Metropolitan 
Opera. 

Thus, it can be seen that the peo- 
ple who make up the Bell System's 
radio program have the innate 
talent and the necessary back- 
ground that an exacting venture 
such as the "Telephone Hour" de- 
mands.

HEALTH NOTES 



Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner, today indicated his 
approval, from a public .health 
standpoint, of the recently or 
ganized Tourist Association of 
Virginia. Dr. Riggin stated that 
Virginia's oustanding position hi 
the number of tourists justified 
adequate protection of the health 
of^uctr^raveTers when" tourist 
camps and home are patronized. 
The Commissioner of Health urg- 
ed that the members of the as- 
sociation voluntarily cooperate 
with local health departments, 
the State Health Department, 
and city health departments to 
develop or maintain the essential 
environmental standards and oth- 
er control measures directly af- 
fecting the health of patrons. 

"I believe," he said, "that a de- 
finite need exists in Virginia for 
an organization embracing owners 



and operators of tourjst homes, 
tourist inns, automobile courts, 
and others engaged in furnishing 
housing and food facilities to tour- 
ists, provided it will undertake to 
establish and maintain certain 
minimum sanitation and health 
standards among its membership. 
Properly supervised arid conduc- 
ted, such a program will promote 
higher sanitation standards and 
a safer environment in these bu- 
sinesses-- cate ring — to — Virginia's 
large tourist trade. 
"The State Department of 
Health and the county health de- 
partment will be glad to cooper- 
ate with members of the associa- 
tion by advising on those public 
health procedures necessary to 
give minimum health and envir- 
ornmental protection to tourists 
who use wayside cabins and tour- 
ist homes in this State. Due em-

FADEBEWSKI 



Tidewater Times 
With the passing of Jan Ignace 
Paderewski the world of music 
loses one of the few figures who 
carried over into the twentieth 
century as links with the golden 
age of Liszt, Joseffy, Lescheti- 
sky and Rubinstein. Though liv- 
ing well into this century, Pad- 
erewski was of the last one. 
"Greatest" in the popular mind 
of all pianists during his life- 
time, Paderewski held that dis- 
tinction also among musicians for 
his combination of technical vir- 
tuosity and feeling, for his use of 
a transecendental technique to 
serve the purpose of interpreta- 
tions that were the ultimate in 
poetic expression. Never a "mo- 
dern," Paderewski began to study 
and play Debussy only m com- 
paratively recent years. He was 
really at home with the three B's 
of music and above all, with Cho- 
pin. 

Poland was Russian when Pad- 
erewski was born there In 1860, 
just as it was when Chopin was 
born there SO years earlier. Just 
as Chopin dreamed of the libera- 
tion of Poland, so Paderewski hop- 
ed for its ultimate freedom. The 
spiritual kinship between the two 
was possibly what made Padere- 
swki the greatest interpreter of 
Chopin, in mazurkas, polonaises 
and waltzes that gave expression 
to Polish dance forms and in the 
compositions of larger scope, the 
scherz. ballades and sonatas that 
seemed to convey something spe- 
cial and sacred to the master as 
he played them to hundreds of 
audiences. 

(Paderewski lived to see what 
Chopin did not. He saw Poland 
freed from the Russian yoke dur- 
ing the First World War and gave 
up his art to become the first 
premier of a democratic Poland. 
It was the greatest honor that 
Poland could have bestowed on its 
first citizen and it was one that 
Paderewski filled with credit, al- 
though he soon realized that his 
place could" hot be permanently 
among the politicians. As Bee- 
thoven a hundred years before 
had asserted the rights of a musi- 
cian as a human being, so Pad- 
erewki disabused many minds of 
the notion that a musician was 
•a eccentric creature with no 
sense for anything practical. His 
thoroughly normal life was a com- 
plete refutation of the "tempera- 
mental" artist theory.

OU» NEW BATTLESHIPS 



Peninsula Enterprise 

By the recent commissioning 
of the new battleships North 
Carolina and Washington, the 
United States Navy received its 
first addition in capital ships 
since 1923. when the Colorado and 
West Virginia were completed. 

The new ships are only slightly 
larger than their predecessors of 
18 years ago, but there is an im- 
mense difference in their 
The older ships were of about 
32,000 tons and cost approximate- 
ly 25 million dollar each, while 
the North Carolina and Wash- 
ington are 35,000-ton ships and 
cost about 10 million dollars each. 

Pour more battleships of this 
class — the South Dakota, Just 
launched, the Indiana, Mas- 
sachusetts and Alabama — are 
nearing completion, and will be 
ready to join the fleet in a few 
months. There are 17 battleships 
included in the expansion pro- 
gram to give the nation a two- 
ocean navy. With 15 old battle- 
ships still in service, these will 
bring the total to 32 capital ships. 

The new battleships are 750 
feet long, with a designed speed 
of about 27 knots. Each has a 
main battery of nine 16-inch guns, 
capable of firing a broadside 
of projectiles weighing tons for 
a distance of 20 miles. Each will 
carry a complement of 75 officers 
and about 1,200 men. 

Some idea of the comparative 
cost of a modern battleship with 
those of former days may gather- 
ed from the fact that the new 
Wahington cost almost as much 
as all the battleships of the Uni- 
ted States Navy at the time of 
the Spanish-American War.

Who made 
the pact of August, 1939? Who 
conspired with Statin to destroy 
Poland, the best bulwark against 
a western spread of Russian in- 
fluence?

out physical development. 

"Because we believe that the 
summer vacation period is a pro- 
per time to begin such individual 
program, Virginia Beach authori- 
ties have requested Dr. Harold J. 
Rellly, head of the Reilly, head of 
the Reilly Health Studios in New 
York City and prtsldent of the 
New York State Physiotherapists 
Association, long a recognibed 
authority on health, to develop a 
series of exercises especially for 
those above military age which 
could be given In mass Instruc- 
tion and .also be suitable for in- 
dividual use In the home. Dr. 
Rellly's services to this program 
have been volunteered without 
cost and are contributed in the 



interests of better health stand- 
ards for the nation in this time 
of emergency.

Comments And 

Resumes on War 



What is probably the most au- 
thoritative criticism of the gov- 
ernment's handling of the defense 
program, has recently appeared. 
It came from the House of Re- 
presentatives' Military Affairs 
Committee. Sixteen members of 
this Committee voted to publish 
the report, while nine voted to 
suppress it. 

^ The report criticizes, among 
others, Secretary Ickes "for put- 
ting petty quarrels above nation- 
al Interests," to use David Law- 
rence's phrase. This criticism is 
based on the Interior Secretary's 
handling of the aluminum prob- 
lem. To quote the report direct- 
ly, "The aluminum industry re- 
lies on power — electric power. 
Unwillingness of some govern- 
ment officials to provide hydro- 
electric energy from government 
dams in such an emergency as 
exists today is at least short-sight- 
ed. Whatever the merits of any 
controversy between so-called 

1 'monopolies' and the Administra- 
tion, it is the sense of this Com- 
mittee that a squabble at this 
time on the subject of monopoly 
Is a tragic and sorry spectacle." 

• 'The report also largely absolves 
the aluminum interests of blame 
for inadequate production, when 
It says: , "All testimony before 
this Committee was to the effect 
that the Aluminum Company of 
America not only used its own 
money for expansion, and lower- 
ed the price, but of its own initia- 
tive trebled its production." 
Par more important is the sec- 



tion of the report which says, 
by inference, that the Adminis- 
tration has harmed the national 
defense effort by refusing to side- 
track political projects which are 
unnecessary and unwise at this 
time. To quote directly again, 
the House Committee says: "Em- 
phasis over the last few years 
has been made on social reform 
rather than national security. As 
a nation, we seem to have for- 
gotten that without national se- 
curity, social reform might well 
prove meaningless." 

So the country has been given 
high official authority to back 
up the many and varied criticisms 
of the handling of defense that 
have been made economies, busi- 
ness men and others who have 
no connection with the govern- 
ment. The report cites a long 
list of cases which prove, in its 
opinion, that the Administration 
failed to assist maximum expan- 
sion of our productive facilities. It 
criticizes the Administration al- 
so for failing to coordinate the 
defense effort "under a single re- 
sponsible head." It believes, in 
other words, that there has been 
too much division of responsibil- 
ity, and that the men charged 
with various major defense jobs 
hawe not been given the, powers 
that are necessary to achieving 
maximum results in a minimum 
period of time. 

This does not mean that our 
defense program has bogged 
down. The obvious truth is that

County Health Nurse, reported the 
progress being made in the ar- 
rangements for X-Ray Clinic to 
be held in the future and announ- 
ced that plans are being made 
through the State Health Depart- 
ment to hold an X-Ray Clinic at 
Princess Anne Court House on 
January 19th, 1942. 

The Annual Early Diagnosis 
Campaign held as usual this year 
in April under the Chairmanship 
of Mrs. R. G. Barr of Va.

The question of procurring an 
ample water supply at Virginia 
Beach has become somewhat 
acute this summer after the pipe 
line from Norfolk was tapped to 
supply Fort Story and Camp 
Pendleton both of which require 
a great amount of water. For- 
tunately so far this summer there 
has been no shortage and the 
probabilities are that the season 
will pass without a critical short- 
age. This, however, was occas- 
sioned by the fact that the wea- 
ther has not been continually 
hot at any time and no big de- 
mands made on the supply by the 
fire department. 

With an eye to the future anti-

There are many old sayings which carry 
with them most significant meanings. 
Among these are: "The first impression

finally, "That cleanliness is next to God- 
liness." These fables may be as fully appli- 
cable to inanimate objects as well as to 

They are particularly applicable to the 
Town of Virginia Beach. Thousands 
of dollars have been spent and untold 
work done to advertise the Town and to at- 
tract visitors to the resort. All of this has 
not been without avail and annually the 
number of visitors has increased coming 
here from the four corners of the nations. 
The present season will undoubtedly 
bring to Virginia Beach more people than 
nave ever been known in its history; due to 
the normal flow of visitors occasioned by 
•♦Government activities and persons visiting 
•the camps. The greater portion of these 
are coming to the Beach for the first time 
and probably for a limited stay. It is, there- 
fore, advantageous to the community that 
it should make a good impression on these 
new coming visitors as word of mouth car- 
ried back home is the best advertisement 
available. "The first impression is the last- 
ing impression." . _ .. 

The second of the above quotations, that 
is; "A man is judged by the clothes he 
wears," is fully applicable to the Town. The 
appearances of its general condition will 
make a great impression as to the prosper- 
ity and activities of the community — 

There are a great many buildings in the 
township which are of the old style and built 
long ere there was any thought of develop- 
ing a popular summer resort or year around 
gayground. These are rather unsightly, 
owever, "Like the ugly woman dressed in 
fine feathers," can be made attractive. 

Cleanliness leads to sanitation, health 
and prosperity which is essential to the wel- 
fare and is indicative of a progressive com- 
munity. Therefore, we quote "Cleanliness is 
next to Godliness." 

In applying the above sayings to the 
*IV)wn of Virginia Beach, we assert that the 
Town, merchants, hostelers and individ- 
uals are all most dilatory in their af forts 
towards keeping the Town clean, attractive 
and sanitary in order that it make a favor- 
able impression to the many thousands of 
visitors that arrive daily . 

If any of the above should ride down the 
main thoroughfare and more thickly popul- 
ated side streets with the eye of a new 
comer, they would see piles of rubbish and 
garbage all along the borders of the side- 
walks placed there long before time for col- 
lection and empty containers remaining 
there long after collection. The sidewalks, 
curbings and streets are littered with paper 
and other debris. There is really no excuse 
for such a condition existing. The Town 
and County have just spent $50,000.00 in 
erecting a modern incinerator which, un- 
doubtedly, will greatly facilitate the coHec- 
! tkwi and disposal of the refuse. The Town 
should stipulate certain hours for collection 
m its respective areas and the individuals 
should cooperate by not placing such debris 
xm the curbing until just prior to the stipu- 
lated time and see that the containers are 
removed immediately after the collections 
have been made. In addition the individual 
should keep the sidewalks adjacent to their 
property free from paper and like debris 
in order that it will not look so unsightly. 
Those who have some of the older types 
of cottages should make some effort to im 
prove the surroundings and renovate if 
possible. The Town shoukThave some ar- 
rangement for cleaning the streets. Jf 
some of these practices were followed by the 
citizenry, the deplorable unsightly condi- 
tions that now exist could be largely elimin- 
ated and the objective outlay would be more 
imposing to the eye of the visitor and there- 
by create a more favorite impression to carry 
away with him. 

When one visits the leading resorts along 
the Atlantic Seaboard, they find no such 
conditions existing and, it appears to us 
that the city pride of each individual would 
prevent it from existing in this community.

Longstreet. once engaged was 
known as a stout and determined 
fighter, and his corps had already 
proved itself on half a dozen bat- 
tlefields. Dnfortunatete he was 
as stubborn to conference, as he 
was on the field. And he pro- 
posed an alternate plan of attack. 
Lee heard Longstreet through, 
but overruled him, sticking to bis 
original plan, Longstreet did not 
refuse to obey his orders, but he 
took his own good time to carry- 
ing them out. Lee had expected 
the attack' to be made shortly af- 
ter dawn. Actually it did not 
take place until 4 p. m. Hood's 
Texans fought their way up the 
rocky slope and gained a foot- 
hold on Little Round Top but were 
driven back with s evere losses, 
and the second day's battle ended 
with the two armies to the same 
relative positions they had held 
in the mornin g.

In i860 there were remote causes of differences of opinion be- 
tween the Northern and Southern States and the questions discus- 
sed were State rights and slavery. Slavery came second. The 1

the Union. The Northern States were determined to prevent the 
formation of a separate government. Mr. Wendell Willkie has been 
in Washington, where he spent an hour and ten minutes alone at 
luncheon with President Roosevelt at the White House. After- 
wards he told newsmen: "if in April of 1861 the people of the 
North had been polled, I believe they would have voted against war. 
But when war came, they rallied behind President Lincoln." He 
proceeded to explain to his opinion that to 1860 the people had 
made up their minds on the fundamental issues of Union and 
slavery, and, he added; "they wanted leadership." ■ 

The significant condition of all of this shows 1 that the people of 
the United States have backed President Roosevelt and his for- 
eign policies during the trying months of the last two years. Mr 
Willkie is very interesting In view of the break with Hitler that 
has resulted from the staking of the Robin Moor. That incident no 
doubt brought about the decision by the President to occupy Iceland, 
which the Germans had put In their War zone.

' " NATION CALLS POB APPRENTICES 

The latest reports based on official statements show that 
America has only nine per cent of the number of apprentices needed 
for all-out to the countries defending democracy. Harold L. 
MacAskie. director of co-operative training, International Corres- 
pondence Schools, says that in spite of the 20 per cent increase in 
the number of trade apprentices since last September, 10 more ap- 
prentices will be needed alongside every one now indentured. 

Five apprentices are needed to every 100 workers under normal 
conditions to provide replacements for the skilled men who pass 
out of the industrial picture because of death, retirement, and by 
transfer to unrelated occupations. Five others now are needed to 
keep pace with the rapid growth of employment in the defense in- 
dustries. 

In 1922 the International Correspondence Schools set up a pro- 
gram to collaborate with industry on apprentice training. This 
plan provides supervised correspondence training suited to the re- 
quirements of the industry and individual apprentices. The Fed- 
eral Committee on Apprentice Training requires that each apprentice 
shall annually receive 144 hours training in such related subjects 
as shop mathematics, blueprint reading, drawing, shop practice 
subjects, and shop economics, ■ 

Under this plan. Mr. MacAskie said, the apprentice is enrolled 
in subjects directly related not only to his line of work, but also 
to the machines and Job operations on which he is acquiring the nec- 
essary 4,000 hours of trade experience. __ 1_

The Manitoba 
Government and Ducks Unlimit- 
ed will share equally In develop- 
ment costs. Including construc- 
tion of a $25,000 dam. 

The project Involves restoration 
of Pasquia Lake and. thousands 
of acres of adjacent marshlands 
in the Saskatchewan River delta, 
tamed duck and goose breeding 
■rounds. The dam will maintain 
permanent water on the area 
where hundreds of thousands of 
young waterfowl have perished 
during recent drought summers. 

Premier John Bracken, of Ma- 
nitoba, to expressing thanks for 
the aid being given by American 



sportsmen, stated: "We are deep- 
ly appreciative of the co-opera- 
tion of Ducks, Unlimited in this 
project; and, while we are put- 
ting np half the expenses of con- 
struction, Dducks Unlimited will 
be in complete charge of the 
work'.' 

The Pasquia project is close to 
similar waterfowl refuge develop- 
ed at Saskeram Lake, near The 
Pas, last fall. The Saskeram 
area covers some 50,000 acres. 
Lands involved were contributed 
by the Manitoba Government 
and Ducks Unlimited financed 
construction of a large concrete 
dam and other work. 

Saskatchewan and Alberta, as 
Manitoba, thus far have set aside 
over 900.000 acres for 55 water- 
fowl refuges already under Ducks 
Unlimited management and de- 
velopment. The organization 
finances the work through mem- 
bership contributions from sports- 
men and sportsmen's clubs 
throughout the United States.

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., outlin- 
ed the other evening, in a public 
address in behalf of the United 
Service Organization, his ten- 
point family creed. This must 
have sounded to many heares 
like one simple but unformed 
creed of the aveage American. 
It also gave a good outline of 
democracy. Said Mr. Rockefeller: 

"I believe in -the supreme woth 
of the individual and in his right 
to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

"I believe that every right im- 
plies a responsiblity; every op- 
portunity an obligation, every po- 
ssession a duty. 

*T believe in the dignity of la- 
bor, whether head or hand; that 
the world owes no man a living. 
but that it owes every man an 
opportunity to make a living. 

"I believe that thrift is essenti- 
al to well-ordered living and that 
economy is a prime requisite of 
a sound financial structure, whe- 
ther in government, business, or 
pesonal affairs. 

"I believe in the sacredness of 
a promise, that a man's word 
should be as good as his bond; 
that chaacter— not wealth or 
power or position — is of supreme 
worth. 

"I believe that the rendering of 
useful service is the common duty 
of mankind and that only in the 
purifying fire of sacrifice is the 
dross of self ihness consumed and 
the greatness of the human soul 
set free. 

"I believe in an all-wise and all- 
loving God, named by whatever 
name, and that the individual's 
highest fulfillment, greatest hap- 
piness, and widest usefulness are 
to be found in living in harmony 
with His will. 

"I believe that love is the great- 
est thing in the world; that it 
alone can overcome hate; that 
right can and will triumph over 
night." 



Gasless Days And Oar Roads 

(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 



Virginia is dependent, in large 
measure, upon its gasoline tax 
revenues for road construction, 
while maintenance is taken care 
of from license' tax receipts, with 
any surplus going also to con- 
struction. Gasoline tax receipts 
have averaged around $16,000,00 
a, year, net, for the past five years, 
while license tax collections have 
averaged approximately $6,350,- 
000. If gasoline tax receipts were 
cut by, say, 10 per cent— admit- 
tedly a very rough guess — it would 
mean a slash of $1,600,000 a year 
in road construction revenues. 
Since the amount expended an- 
nually for maintenance is left at 
the discretion of the State High- 
way Department, a cut in con- 
struction funds could easily be re- 
flected in the maintenance end. 
Consequently, "gasless Sundays" 
might affect our highway pro- 
gram materially, although pro- 
bably not seriously. 

Virginia is in the fortunate po- 
sition of not having gone into 
debt heavily for its roads, as so 
many other States did, with the 
result that the impact of a cur- 
tailment of gasoline tax revenues 
would not be felt anything like 
so severly here as elsewhere. In 
Arkansas, for instance, approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of the total 
annual revenues of $12,700,000 
available for highways, has to go 
servcing the highway debt. A 
sharp reduction in revenue there 
would simply mean that main- 
tenance funds would be cut to al- 
most nothing < r and new construc- 
tion brought to a full stop. The 
same would be true of other Sta- 
tes. 

Various States had to abolish 
nearly all maintenance a decide 
ago at the depth of the depres- 
sion, since virtually all revenues 
had to be devoted to paying the 
interest on their road bonds, and 
there may be a similar situation 
in those areas again, if gasless 
Sundays are ushered in, and con- 
sumption is almost obliterated, or 
sharply reduced, one day each 
week. Virginia, however, is in 
the extremely fortunate position 
of having nothing serious in the 
way of principal and interet pay- 
ments on bond issues to contend 
•$vith. The Robertson act bonds 
are all that* this State has to take 
care of, and payments on those 
aggregate less than $400,000 per 
annum. 

The oil companies and the fill- 
ing station proprietors will be fac- 
ed with reduced revenues, if there 
is a cut in gasoline consumption, 
but the State and its highway 
probably will be adversely affect- 
ed as little as any State in the 
Union. For that we must thank 
our pay-as-you-go method of fin- 
ancing.

Vetch Offered . 
Through AAA In 
'42 Program Year 



Affords Advantages 
Winter Cover Cnp.

In view of the great need for 
winter cover crops, especially in 
counties where a small percent- 
age of the cropland is covered, 
the availability of vetch as a 
conservation material through 
the AAA in the 1942 program 
year offers farmers many advant- 
ages, says B. W. Shelton, chair- 
man of the Princess Anne County 
committee. The '42 program year 
began July 1 and will end June 
30, 1942. 

The deduction that will be made 
from farmers' ACP checks who 
order vetch seed through the pro- 
gram has not been definitely de- 
termined but it is expected to be 
approximately $9.50 per 100 
pounds. Credit for its use in a 
soil-building practice win be earn- 
ed in accordance with regulations 
set forth in the Virginia 1942 
program bulletin. An intensive 
drive will be made to obtain in- 
creased seedings of this valua-ble 
legume, Mr. Shelton says, and it 
is hoped that each community in 
the county will set a goal to be 
attained. 

Cover Crops Varaable 

V. P. I. experiments on the ef- 
fect of vetch as a winter cover 
on land revealed that vetch pre- 
vented the leaching out of plant 
food valued at from $3 to $5 per 
acre per year. Plant food that 
leached out of the unprotected 
land was lost forever. On the 
covered land the vetch used the 
plant food that otherwise would 
have leached out, and when the 
vetch was turned back to the 
soil as green manure, the plant 
food was restored to the land, 
matter from the vetch on the 
basis of a $3 per acre loss per 
year, a county with 75,000 acres 
of bare farm land over the winter 
would lose about $225,000 worth 
of plant food from leaching alone. 

In order for the seeding of vetch 
alone to count as a soil-building 
practice under the '42 ACP, not 
less than 25 pounds per acre 
must be seeded. It may also be 
seeded in mixtures in accordance 
with the minimum seeding rate 
established for Virginia under 
the 1942 program, information 
concerning which may be had at 
the county office. These mini- 
mum rates are not the general- 
ly recommended seeding rates, 
Mr. Shelton says, but they set a 
minimum below which credit will 
not be given. 

Has Variable Usage 

The V. P. I. Agronomy Depart- 
ment suggests that vetch be seed- 
ed in late summer or early fall, 
either alone, in combination with 
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TO RZBP COOL, on warm days 
try these suggestions offered by 
Louise Cox Plippen, Powhatan 
County, Va.: 

1. See that clothing and shoe 
fit comfortably loose. 2. Wash 
porch floors with damp mop and 
sprinkle lawns to keep rooms cool. 
3. Wash face, hands, and throat 
frequently with cool water. 4. 
Avoid too many ice-cold foods and 
drinks. 5. Arise a little earlier if 
necessary to prevent rushing. 
6. Drink plenty of water — eight 
glasses every day. 7. Eat fruits 
and vegetables in season; avoid 
heavy desserts. 8. Change shoes 
and hose at least once a day. a. 
Keep a cool head and an even 
temper. 10. Keep windows clos- 
ed and shades drawn during the" 
hottest part of the day to keep 
rooms cBol.— The Progressive 
Parmer.

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It's time we were picking up 
all old tin cans and putting them 
where they will never hold water 
long enough for mosquitoes to 
hatch. Water must not be al- 
lowed to stand as much as five 
days in buckets, washtubs, or even 
washpots. Top minnows will take 
care of mosquito larvae in stock 
ponds or lily pools. 
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crimson clover, or with a small 
grain, to provide late fall and 
early spring grazing. 

When used alone for winter 
cover, vetch shouldTbe seeded at 
the rate of 25 to 30 pounds per 
acre. If seeded early on land 
from which lespedeza has been 
cut for hay or grazed closely, 
vetch will furnish some fall graz- 
ing and abundant spring grazing 
or a hay crop. September 1 is 
not too early to seed vetch alone 
if there is plenty of moisture in 
the land, or it may be seeded as 
late as October 15. 

When a vetch-crimson clover 
mixture is Used 20 pounds vetch 
and 15 pounds clover is recom- 
mended. Another popular mix- 
ture for winter cover is a bushel 
of Abruzzl rye, 15 pound's of vetch 
and 10 pounds of crimson clover. 
One bushel of rye and 20 pounds 
of vetch is also a recommended 

mixture. 

A good fertilizer would be 200 
to 300 pounds of 4-12-4 or 4-16- 
4' per acre. The seed may be sown 
broadcast over the land and dis- 
ked in lightly. 



(Continued from r>age One) 
crabs'. It was at tins meeting 
that a spokesman for the crab 
packers asked that an area in the 
lower part of the Chesapeake I 
Bay between Ocean View Hotel, 
Thimble Shoal lighthouse, and 
Cape Charles, be set aside a a crab 
sanctuary, to which the Commis- 
sion agreed. 

During this season of the year, 
and continuing on through Au- 
gust, so reports the Commission, 
approximately SO percent of all 
sponge crabs in the Chesapeake 
Bay are to the above waters. It 
is estimated that about 75- to 90 
percent of an sponge crabs of any 
value for propagation purposes 
are also in this Ocean View area. 

At the suggestion of the Hamp- 
ton Crab Packers, the Commis- 
sion agreed to establish a patrol 
over the restricted area for 24- 
hour periods. Since July 7, 
Commission Mspp revealed, the 
area was been under surveillance 
by two of the State's patrol 
boats, which win continue watch 
over the area throughout August. 
Oyster Grounds Sale Concluded 

AH public auction sales of de- 
linquent oyster gounds in alldi- 
stricts have been completed and 
returns sent in to the office of the 
Commission of Fisheries, an an- 
nouncement revealed. There were 
fewer pieces of oyster ground 
which had to be offered for sale 
at public auction due to delin- 1 
quent taxes than at any other 
time m recent years. 

Also, the report continued, there 
were more districts in which oys- 
ter ground rents were complete- 
ly paid up, thereby cutting down 
substantially the number of sales. 

In most cases where oyster 
ground was offered for sale it was 
said to have been bid in by the 
Commonwealth of Virginia, due 
to the fact that it had proved 
worthless for oyster planting pur- 
poses, thereby attracting no in- 
terested bidders. 

Beginning July 15 and run- 
ning through July 23, oyster in- 
spectors and boat captains will be 
brought to Commission's office 
for the annual audit, as of the 
end of the fiscal year, which clos- 
ed June 30, 1941.
